This board was provided for by chap. 
726. Acta of 1912, and required the 
Governor and Council to establish the 
board on or before March 1, 1913, and 
It wan expected to be able to familiar- 
ize Itself in its duties by June 1, on

of former Judge John Lowell and has 
served the city as a member of the 
board of aldermen and as a represen- 
tative at the State House, in more 
recent years he was chairman of the 
commission which reported the pres- 
ent law on Workmen’s compensation. 

One member of the new Labor 
Board must be an employer, one a 
wage-earner, one a physician, one a 
sanitary engineer, and one a woman 
salaries $1500 to the chairman and 
$1000 for each of_tJi£_ others. 

The Board shall appoint a Commis- 
sioner of Labor, salary $5000 to $7500. 
with two deputy commissioners and 
industrial inspectors; also 24 health 
Inspectors, of whom Tour shall be 
women. 

The Board may investigate the con- 
ditions existing In any line of indus- 
try carried on by inhabitants of the 
Commonwealth, and such investiga- 
tions may be extended outside of the 
Commonwealth to procure information 
for the promotion of industrial devel- 
opment or the improvement of indus- 
trial conditions. The Board shall re- 
ceive all complaints concerning* con- 
ditions existing in any industry car- 
ried on by inhabitants of the Common- 
wealth, or concerning alleged viola- 
tions of any laws enforced under its 
direction, and shall thereupon make 
or direct all needful and appropriate 
investigations and prosecutions. It 
may employ experts or other neces- 
sary assistants to aid in the perform- 
ance of any duty Imposed upon It by ( 
law. It may make rules not incon- 1 
sistent with existing law for carrying 
out the provisions of this act. 


which date all the powers and duties 
w’ith reference to the enforcement of 
the labor laws was taken from th • 
State Board of Health and District 
Police, to be transferred to the new 
board. 

Ever since June 1, then, there ha* 
been no authority for enforcement of 
those laws, important as they are. in- 
cluding inspection and licensing of 
factories, hours of labor of women an 1 
minors, prosecutions for violation*, 
etc., in workshops, bakeries, mercar- 
tile establishments, laundries, foun- 
dries. tenement house work rooms, all 
buildings or parts of buildings l:» 
which manufacturing is carried oo, 
and mercantile establishments.

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MH. HUSTIS’ ACHIEVEMENT 

(From ihp Hartford Times)

James H. Hunt Is, who Is to have the 
administration of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford system proper, has ] 
to his credit one of the most remark- 
able achievements in American rail- 
road history. The Boston & Albany, 
by reason of inadequate and Inefficient 
service, was in 190? regarded with 
contempt or anger by most of its pa- 
trons. Never was any railroad more ■ 
thoroughly “in bad” with Its local pub- 
lic. it was built up by Massachusetts 
men who never found out how to quar- 
rel with or disappoint either passen- 
gers or shippers. Its Btation agents 
had held life positions and some of 
them were in the old days elected to 
every Legislature. Under New York 
Central management at first the idea 
that a railroad must have not merely 
patrons but friends seemed to havt 
been dropped. The Boston & Albany 
line was n»u for a while on the the- 
ory that it did not need even the good 
will of the men who operated it. When 
its train service brok'e down, and the 
only certainty about Its service was 
that trains would never be on time, 
the road came to be regarded ns a 
public enemy and the management in- 
curred both ridicule and- contempt. 
Mr. Hustis, who had risen from the 
place of the old general manager’s 
office boy to supervision of all the 
New York Central lineB in New York 
State, was Bent over to Boston to 
straighten out this very unpleasant 
and unprofitable situation. It took 
him about three years to make every- 
body so well pleased with the Boston 
& Albany service that the delinquen- 
cies of 1907 passed out of the public 
mind. When a patron sent in a com- 
plaint to the managers that something 
was wrong with the train service, a 
genial agent went out from the presi- 
dent’s office to see the complainant, 
and, even if the letter was unfair, or 
merely ignorant of the facts, the writ- 
er was treated so courteously and con- 
siderately that In a short time he be- 
came as friendly and appreciative as 
he had been hostile and offensive in 
his attitude toward the railroad. The 
public was treated to a three years’ 
course of suavity and sympathy and 
the cure of a distressing and formid- 
able condition was complete. The 
employees were again made to feel 
that they were working for men pos- 
sessed of a Bpirit of fairness and capa- 
ble of exacting efficiency and not 
merely for a soulless corporation. A 
large investment of money in locomo- 
tives and other equipment and in ad- 
ditional trackage made it possible for 
the trains to conform to the time-ta- 
bles. Business and earnings increas- 
ed tremendously and the basis was 
laid for permanent prosperity and 
success on that section of the New 
York Central system. 

That achievement haB caused Mr. 
Hustis to be invited to take charge of 
the New Haven system, and while the 
public has no such feeling of hostility 
toward the New Haven system as the 
Massachusetts people had toward the 
Boston & Albany in 1907, there is no 
doubt that Mr. Hustis is the best man 
in the country for the work which he 
Is to undertake. If Mr. Mellen had 
called this railroad manager to his aid 
three years ago and given him full 
: power over the operation of the whole 
. New Haven system, much of the op- 
position to the company which has re- 
cently developed might have been 
avoided.

It is this spirit 
which Mr. Garcelon has striven to 
make more general. He himself was 
a track athlete and his sustained in- 
terest in the track team has not only 
liberalized his notions of athletics, but 
has led him to perceive that this more 
multiform sport may be made to en- 
roll and benefit those least athletically 
inclined.

These facts 
about him would appear to indicate 
that he is equally at home on both 
sides of the fence that Is still dividing 
the party. 

THE PROGRESSIVES’ CHANCE 

The Progressives of Middlesex 
County have an opportunity to show 
that they are liberal and broad-mind- 
ed.

With the Increasing efficiency of the 
teachers and a number of small im- 
provements which have been made on 
the various playgrounds, the results 
are most favorable. Although the 
equipment 111 some Instances Is still 
very meagre, much can be done with 
the simple outfits as the present sea- 
son shows. A notable example of the 
simple equipment is the Eden Avenue 
Playground which now has a dolly ai- 
tendance of over 300 children, and 
which had during the first week not 
more than 50 nt the highest. 

The Playground Department ac- 
knowledges most gratefully the re- 
ceipt of odds and ends and left overs 
from dressmakers. Spools, odd pieces 
of silks, cotton, assortments of wor- 
sted, needles, scissors, threads and 
cords, are all coming In very handy. 
Such things as these are of inestima- 
ble value in the play life of the child, 
and there are many homes in which 
many of these materials lay around for 
years and finally go to waste. A num- 
ber of nice parcels have been left at 
the Superintendent's office and were 
at once put Into use on different play- 
grounds. The Playgrounds could still 
use a great deal more of this material 
and we urge those ladies who are inter- 
asted In the play life of children to 
3pend an hour or two collecting such 
materials, and if they notify the Super- 
intendent he will see to It that the 
bundles are called for. 

Perhaps the most serlouB lack of 
equipment of the playgrounds in New- 
ton is the absence of music. In only 
two Instances have we been able to 
furnish grnphaphones for which the 
'money has gradually been acquired. 
The Playground Department is most 
anxious to secure the loan of some 
graphaphones with a guarantee of 
good care. The records will be se- 
cured by the Department. Thousands 
f children In Newton are looking for- 
ward with great anticipation to the 
field-day, and to participating In the 
folk dances, etc. A number of our 
laygrounds are practicing folk 
nces, but sad to say, are obliged to 
ractlce without music.

AUTO ACCIDENT 

Newlcn Centre Man In New Hampshire 
Collision 


Mr. Charles n. Wilbnr of Newton 
Centro was slightly hurt and his au- 
tomobile badly damaged by a collision, 
which took place last Friday morning 
in Dover, N. H., with a car owned and 
driven by Dr. George A. Tolman. 

The accident occurred nearly oppo- 
site the Wentworth Hospital and was 
caused. Dr. Tolman states, by a wheel 
of his machine catching in the elec- 
tric car Irack and causing it to skid. 
A farmer’s rig was Just In front and 
rather than risk killing the farmer the 
doctor decided to take his chance in a 
collision with the automobile, which 
was approaching on the right side as 
far over as it could. 

John E. Vickery, who was riding 
with the doctor, had his nose broken 
and sustained a bad cut on the lip 
which required several stitches. He 
was otherwise bruised. Dr. Tolman 
received a severe blow in the nbdomen 
and several brulBes. Mr. WUbnr, who 
was alone In his car, sustained a cut 
on the finger and a bad shaking up. 
The Injured were treated at the hos- 
pital. 

THE GREAT NIAGARA GORGE 

The opening of the Twelfth Interna- 
tional Geological Congress at Toronto 
to-day is fittingly commemorated by 
the issue of a special large-scale topo- 
graphic map that is notably Interna- 
tional in character. This map is Issued 
from the press of the United States 
Geological Survey and is a thoroughly 
up-to-date representation of the most 
famous portion of the United States 
and Canada international boundary 
line — the Niagara gorge. The survey 
for this map was made last year by 
Charles E. Cooke, a topographic engi- 
neer of the United States Geological 
Survey, but In this field work the Geo- 
logical Survey of Canada fully cooper- 
ated, meeting all the expenses on the 
Dominion side of Niagara River. The 
Niagara gorge map will therefore be 
of special interest to the visiting scien- 
tists from Europe as proof of the co- 
operative spirit with which these two 
scientific bureaus approach their prob- 
lems in fleldB that have a common 
boundary for more than 3,000 miles. 

Another incident showing the close 
International relations among scien- 
tists was Presidents Wilson’B recent 
order authorizing the temporary ap- 
pointment at the request of the Chi- 
nese minister, of a Chinese student as 
a geologic aid in oue of the Geological 
Survey parties, in accordance with the 
orartice of the Survey of maintaining 
friendly relations with the scientists o. 
otber natolns. 

The United States delegates to the 
Twelfth International Geological Con- 
gress appointed by the Secretary of 
State are T. C. Chambdrlln, George 
Otis Smith. David White, Waldemar 
Lindgren, George F. Becker, Alfred H. 
Brooks, Murius R. Campbell, Whitman 
Cross. Frederick L. Ransome, Arthur 
Keith, and Warren D. Smith. 

Other delegates representing the 
Geological Survey are George H. Ash- 
ley, Arnold Hague, Frank Leverett, 
T. Wuylaiid Vaughan, and H. S. Wil- 
liams. 

The map of the Niagara gorge is 
published on the scale of 1:12,000 (or 
a thousand feet to the inch) and very 
graphically represents Niagara Falls 
and its environs. 

Tills interesting map, which meas- 
ures -45 by 17 V6 inches, is sold at 25 
cents u copy and may be obtained by 
addressing the Director, United States 
Geological Survey, Washington, D. C.

Iho telephone; the telegraph ; ihe wire- 
less; talking machines; doll very ays- 
tr niR. including thope provided by the 
Post Office Department; and all kinds 
of foods packed, canned, and bottled, 
instead of sold in bulk. 

The cost of advertising is also a 
material element and Is paid by the 
consumer, and we go on to the end of 
our dally requirements and complain 
because we pay more for those thing? 
than our forefathers pRld for Iho sim- 
plest necessities. We do In most cases 
pay more for the same article than we 
did 10 or 20 or 30 years ago. but so do 
the people of all other countries; that, 
however, is not the test which deter- 
mines the prosperity of the people. 

Many of the Democratic Members 
rho Bpoke on the tariff question in the 
louse followed a well-established 
irccedent and included in their re- 
marks long tables showing the differ- 
ence in cost of many articles at other 
times and now; all that Is admitted. | 
but it proves nothing; these Bnmo 
Speakers never take the trouble to pre- 
pare wage statistics Tor the same per- 1 
iods; fortunately we Have some sour- 
ces from which absolutely definite com- 
parisons may be made. viz., the report 
Of the British Board of Trade in 1909. 
n most careful investigation and analy- 
sis of relative conditions In Great Brtt- 
.a J n and the United States, as well as 
o::r census, consular, and bureau re- 
p its. The British board summarized 
i. t conclusions as follows: 

■The workman's wages would be 
1- ^her in the United States by about 
l <) per cent with slightly shorter 
1 urs, while on the other hand his ex- 
penditures for food and rent would be 
higher by about 62 per cent.” 

And again the report states that— 
*'the average weekly family income in 
certain specified trades in the United 
Kingdom, including building, engineer- 
ing, printing, and common labor.

, There are volumes of evidence, much

After an investigation of all Ihe rca- 
i sons for the probable Increase In the 
i cost of living, noting the influence of 
i gold-output monopoly, the tariff, and 
, the cost of distribution, I incline to the 
■ opinion that It is due in a greater de- 
gree to density of population or less 
i land per capita than to any and per- 
haps all other reasons combined. 

1 agree with those who have declar- 
ed that there is likely to be a decline 
in the prices of some commodities, but 
it will result from a decrease in pur- 
chasing power rather than from tariff 
changes. If the purchasing power of 
our people is injured, those who pro- 
duce, manufacturers, agriculturists, 
and labor alike, must expect less de- 
mand for their products or services 
l and at lower rntcB. No Interest In a

have been the best in our history, prob- 
ably the not savings per capita have 
boon more than twice, and perhaps 
more than three times, as groat ns 
they were during the first half cen- 
tury of our existence as a Nation. How 
does it profit a man to buy, his neces- 
sities nt low prices If his Income Is 
only sufficient for that purpose? How 
much better his condition, even if he 
is paying high prices, if his income 
enables him to do It nnd have a balance 
nt the end of the year. 

In the tariff plank adopted by the 
Democratic national convention at 
Baltimore In 1912 is found this dec- 
laration ; 

"Articles entering into competition 
with trust-controlled products nnd ar- 
ticles of American manufacture which 
are sold abroad more cheaply than at 
home should be put on the free list.” 

To make this declaration in any way 
worknbie It would be necessary to de- 
termine what a trust-controlled prod- 
uct Is and what a trust is. No defini- 
tion of a trust has been proposed 
which is entirely satisfactory. The 
Cnblnct officer who just now 1 b eking 
out an insufficient salary by devoting 
his time to Chautauqua lectures once 
declared that any company or corpora- 
tion which manufactured one-half of 
the total output of a definite product 
Is a trust. Possibly this defines n 
trust as well ns it can be done, in 
which case, however, there are com- 
paratively few in the United States. 
It Is true that it is quite common to 
speak of this trust, or that trust, or 
the other trust, but in many cases the 
company or corporation to which ref- 
erence is made does not manufacture 
15 or 10 or even 5 per cent of the 
goodB produced in that industry; 
therefore such a concern would be far 
removed from the trust as defined by 
Mr. Bryan. Even If anyone could de- 
fine a trust with accuracy, has tills 
plank of the Democratic platform had 
any Influence in controlling the pro- 
posed free list? The slightest exami- 
nation of this schedule will show that 
in most instances there is no connec- 
tion between trust-made products and 
others which have been put on the free 
list. Products like wheat, flour, fruits, 
meats, oats, potatoes, rye, shoes, leath- 
er. the products of leather, and many 
other similar articles too numerous to 
mention, all of which are Intensely 
competitive in their production, have 
been treated exactly as would be a 
trust-made product; therefore It seems 
to be a fair conclusion that no atten- 
tion has been paid in the proposed bill 
to that part of the quotation from the 
platform. This Is also true of the 
rest of the quotation relating to sales 
abroad, but to that I wish to refer In 
more detail. It seems to be impossible 
for a Democrat to understand that It 
is good public policy for domestic 
manufacturers to dispose of their sur- 
nlus product wherever a market can 
be found, even if the price obtained is 
less than the cost of manufacturing. 

The only times when this policy is 
adopted in this country is when a sur- 
olits is produced which can not be 
marketed at home without closing 
down or curtailing the production of a 
plant, in which case it may be sold 
abroad nt whatever price can be ob- 
tained for it. I maintain that this la 
sound policy, which is of distinct ad- 
vantage to tlie manufacturer and his 
shareholders, to the laborer employed 
in the industry, to all thoBe Jiving in 
the community where the goods are 
manufactured, and as a result to the 
country as a whole. And I would go 
further, for while we only sell our sur- 
plus under these conditions we might 
well adopt the methods followed in 
Germany; that is, to sell the entire 
output of a factory abroad nt lower 
prices than .similar grades of goods 
ire* sold at home. By following our 
usual policy our manufacturers are op- 
erating at a disadvantage, for frequent- 
ly goods which are manufactured for 
our market, and which can be disposed 
of in that market at satisfactory 
prices, when sent to other markets to 
which they are not suited must be 
sold at a great sacrifice even if they 
can be sold at any price. The Ger- 
mans study the requirements of t lie 
trade which they are after and manu- 
facture the kind of goods which are 
suitable for that trade, the kind which 
it Is accustomed to nnd for which 
there is an established demand, con- 
fining themselves to tlie styles and tlie 
colors required in that market. Our 
manufacturer may go into the same 
market with goodB of similar texture 
uni value to the goods of the German 
manufacturer, but they may not have 
suituble colors or they may not be put 
up In forms that meet the require- 
ments of the trade, so they do not find 
the reudy market which Is found for 
the goods of our competitor, tlie result 
being that in Germany large industries 
are being developed, steady employ- 
ment Is furnished to a great number 
of people, lines of transportation are 
eel a bl i shed by German capital and are 
profitably employed in transporting 
tills product und the trade which it 
develops, and the German Navy Is pro- 
vided with a fleet of transports with- 
out the necessity of maintaining them 
m time of peace. We are never going 
io reach a sal iufactory stage in the 
development of our foreign trade until 
we cater to the exact wants of our 
customers; until we have established 
lines of steamers to carry our own 
products; until we have established 
banks in the countries with which we 
are doing business through which tlte 
trade can be financed; in fact, until 
we have adopted aii ot the up-to-date 
policies which are commonly practiced 
in* the countries which are our rivals 

I In developing trade with non-man ufac- 
turlng countries. 

But to come back to the question of 
disposing of our surplus manufactures. 
Those directly interested are tiie fur- 
nishers of the capital employed in the 
industry and the laborers engaged In 
tlie manufacturing of these goods. 
What lubor wants Is steady employ- 
ment at remunerative wages. All em- 
ployers recognize the fact that steady 
employment Is a great factor in de- 
veloping efficient und contented work- 
men. What capital wants Is steady 
employment with reasonable returns. 
Neither condition can be insured if an 
industry Is absolutely dependent on 
the home murket, which varies in vol- 
ume with the season, with the condi- 
tion of the crops, und with the condi- 
tion of general business, lA?t me illus- 
trate what tills means to both the uiau- 
j ufacturer aud to the laborer. I will 
■ uBe as examples several Industries 
which have furnished me with figures 


taken from their own hooks and 
checked up as to their accuracy ns 
far as it Ime been possible to do by 
comparing them with annual reports 
and other similar sources of informa- 
tion. One of tlie host nnd most con- 
vincing arguments in favor of the pol- 
icy of selling surplus products wher- 
ever and whenever a mnrket can he 
obtained la shown In the shoe trade. 
Shoe manufacturers agree that when a 
factory Is running three-fourth of the 
time the cost of manufacturing the av- 
erage shoe is 6 rents a pair greater 
than would be the cost If It were run- 
ning full capacity and full time; and it 
It were running one-half of the time 
the cost of manufacturing shoes would 
be 10 cents a pair greater than If the 
factory were running all tlie time at 
Its full capacity. These figures would 
vary somewhat in the manufacture of 
different grades of shoes, but they are 
ubstnntlaUy correct if an average Is 
taken. 

The testimony is almost universal 
among shoe manufactures who have 
studied the question carefully that the 
average profit made per pair of shoes 
in all factories in the United States Is 
about 7 cents. Let us take ns an ex- 
ample shoes costing the manufacturer 
$2,50. These would be sold to the re- 
tailer nt from $2.55 to $2.60 per pair. 
The retailer Bells them at from $3.50 
to $4 per pair; the cost to retail shoes 
being about 30 per cent of the retail 
selling price. In such n case the man- 
ufacturer would make somewhat less 
than 7 cents a pair and the retailer 
would make from nothing to 26 
cents, dependent on the varying 
cost of selling the shoe in towns of 
different sizes and In different sections 
of the country. Now, If the manufac- 
turer were running his factory at 76 
per cent of its capacity. Instead of the 
shoeB costing him $2,50 they would 
cost $2.56; If he were running at one- 
half of its capacity, instead of the 
shoes costing him $2.50 they would 
cost $2:60; In one case lie would only 
be making a profit of 2 cents a pair, 
while In the other case he would be 
losing 3 cents a pair. Therefore, to 
get the best results it is absolutely 
essential that he run his factory at 
full capacity. On account of season- 
able changes in styles and shapes of 
shoes it is difficult to run a shoe fac- 
tory at full capacity more than three- 
fourths of tlie time. 

Now, what is the result as far as the 
people employed in such a factory is 
concerned The average wage paid to 
a shoe employee in Massachusetts is 
about $560 annually. If the employee 
only works three-fourths of the time, 
his income will be reduced to $420. 
In other words, he would have $140 
less annual compensation than if the 
factory were run full time. ThlB would 
necessarily reduce rentals and directly 
affect every person having anything to 
sell in that community and indirectly 
affect every person in it. Furthermore, 
if any surplus output 1 b sold in foreign 
countries It influences shoe manufac- 
turing in UioBe countries, making their 
factories far less dangerous competi- 
tors than they would be If they had 
control of their own markets. This 
course of reasoning will apply with 
equal force in every Industry, though 
the illustration can not be as pointedly 
made as in the case of shoes on ac- 
count of the variety of material going 
into other products and the great va- 
riety of the production as well as va- 
riations in prices. 

(The Senator then gives several ex- 
amples of cotton and worsted mills,) 

In all of these instances it Is clearly 
demonstrated that it is not the manu- 
facturer who Is most affected by clos- 
ing down a plant, but the workman. 
The manufacturer may be, In dollars 
and cents, as well off to close his plant 
a quarter of the time as he would be 
by running it all the time and selling 
his surplus product abroad at the price 
he could obtain for it, but in the first 
place the workman would only receive 
three-fourths of the wages he would 
receive if the plant were run at full 
capacity all the time, and therefore 
while, as I have stated, the closing 
down of a plant affects the capital in- 
vested, it is particularly burdensome 
on the workman and through him In- 
directly affects the whole community. 

President Wilson has stated In a re- 
icent address that he “believes a Dem- 
ocratic tariff will whet the industrial 
wits," but such a tariff 1 b much more 
likely to sharpen the appetites of the 
worker than tlte wits of the employer, 
who in many cases, as can be easily 
demonstrated, is obliged to work Ills 
wits overtime in order to make a liv- 
ing under present conditions aud rates 
of duty. Tlie President's solemn as- 
surance. contained In his message to 
Congress, that a reason for changing 
the tariff was to develop competition 
and Increase our foreign trade must 
have been made without any careful 
examination into tlie real conditions 
of our trade — either foreign or local. 
The fact is. the United States lias been 
developing its foreign trade more rap- 
idly thun uuy country in tlie world In 
the lust decade, or since the Republi- 
can Party returned to power in 1897, 

The increase in importations in the 
last two years has been more than one- 
third us much as the totul Importa- 
tions In 1890, while the increase in ex- 
ports in the sum- lime have been more 
thun one-huif as much as the total ex- 
ports in 1890. 

The Democratic platform, as well as 
tlie President and others in authority 
In thut parly, by declaration and in- 
ference, gives tlio impression that one 
of iho reasons fur reducing tlie tariff 
Is to develop competition domestic or 
foreign; the new free list, however, 
and the reductions made generally 
hear no relation to competition, for 
they include changes in articles in 
which competition is the keenest, as 
well us those in which home produc- 
tion practically supplies tlie local mar- 
ket. In other words, the policy as 
marked out huB been to reduce with- 
out regard to fads, to import more and 
to produce less, without regard to lo- 
eul conditions. As there may be some 
doubt as to the correctness of this 
statement, I will give some examples 
of reductions where there is now ac- 
tive foreign competition, and will ask 
why the duties in these items should 
be lowered, and if tlie result can mean 
anything except additional importa- 
tions, which must lessen employment 
for our capital aud labor. To do tills 
I will not go beyond the limit of this 
Chamber to find articles with which to 
prove my contention. There are many 
concerns in the United States engaged 
In tlie production of the articles to 
which I refer. 


The Ink wells in the desks In this 
Chamber are made In Austria. Under 
the present tariff they pay a duty of 
60 per rent ad valorem. The proposed 
law places a duty of 46 per cent ad 
valorem. 

Rone letter openers found on the 
desks of Senators are made in France. 
Under the present tariff they pay a 
duty of 35 per cent ad valorem. The 
proposed law imposes a duty of 30 per 
cent ad valorem. 

HairbruBhes in Borne of tlie Senate 
offices are made in England; those in 
tlie Republican cloakroom were made 
In Japan. Under the present tariff 
they pay a duty of 40 per cent ad va- 
lorem. The proposed law placeB a 
duty on liaii brushes of 36 per cent ad 
valorem. 

Souvenir post cards with pictures of 
our public buildings on them made in 
Germany may be found on sale in the 
Capitol Building, and no other could 
be found for sale in Washington until 
the duty was increased on these cards 
In the i’ayne-AIdrich bill, which in- 
crease enormously developed the out- 
put of local factories without Increas- 
ing the cost to tlie consumer; in fact, 
the price was lowered. It is worthy 
of note that a reduction lias been 
made in the pending bill which may 
mean going bnck to the same condi- 
tions which existed before 1909. 

We are large producers of matches 
in this country, and yet if a Senator 
wishes to light a cigar in the cloak- 
room he finds a Vulcan safety match 
manufactured in Sweden. A very large 
number of dishes served In tlie Senate 
restaurant are prepared from import- 
ed articles, many of which are pro- 
duced in tlie United States. And lists 
of this character could be extended al- 
most without limit. If competition Is 
deBired and not destruction, why re- 
duce duties in the caseB I have In- 
stanced? 

Do those who appeal for reduction 
of duties make their appeal because 
there is not domestic competition? 
Tliis reason would be as fallacious as 
In the case of foreign competition, for 
there is ample local competition In the 
production of most of the articles af- 
fected by the pending bill. 

A few instances will conclusively 
demonstrate this statement. There can 
be no denial of active domestic com- 
petition In every article produced on 
the farm on which the duty has been 
lowered nnd which has been put on 
the free list, but there may be some 
doubt of the correctness of my state- 
ment if applied to manufacturing con- 
cerns. It is, however, easily demon- 
strated. Take the cases of cotton, 
shoes, and wool aB examples. There 
are in the United States 1,324 con- 
cerns manufacturing cotton, employ- 
ing 378,880 people, and producing the 
larger percentage of these goodB used 
in ldbal consumption. MoBt of these 
manufacturers are stock companies 
and there is a public market for tlie 
shares, but there never has been any 
charge that there is a combination of 
any kind in this Industry from the 
planting of the cotton to the market- 
ing of the product; while it frequent- 
ly happens that tlie same persons are 
active in the management of more than 
one mill. 1 can not find even in such 
cases that tlie mills with which the 
same men are connected make more 
than 5 per cent of the total product 
manufactured in this country and 
there has never been a suggestion that 
any attempt has been made to control 
or fix tiie price of cotton goods.* 

Take the case of shoes — this indus- 
try 1ms been built up under conditions 
thut have tended greatly to increase 
rather than diminish competition; 
there are 1,918 concerns engaged in 
this industry and I do not find a sin- 
gle instance where those interested in 
one of these are In any way Interested 
In any other. Generally speaking they 
are private corporations or co-partner- 
ships and no single concern produces 
more than 4 per cent of the product of 
tills country. 

The same reasoning applies to the 
manufactures of wool; it is true that 
there has been complaint that tlie tar- 
iff favored those enguged In manufac- 
turing worsteds at the expense ol' 
woolens and tulle of the Woolen Trust 
has been so long repeated that many 
people really believe there is one yet, 
the most active and effective competi- 
tion we have in the textile industry is 
in tills one. It was prostrated after 
the Wilson bill was passed, has been 
only relatively prosperous at any time 
since, and Is today being conducted 
at a loss, without any hope for the fu- 
ture If tills bill becomes a law. Tlie 
only basis for the charge that there Is 
a trust connected with the industry 
Is the size of tlie American AVoolen Co., 
yet title company only operates about 
12V** per cent of the looms and 14.4 
per cent of the spindles engaged in 
tiie woolen and worsted industry, and 
the company manufactures both wor- 
sted and woolens In the proportion of 
about 2 to 1. 

The fact is there is Intense competi- 
tion in till of these industries; there 
Is not a syllable of testimony to the 
contrary. Yet tlie product of one Is 
greatly reduced, the reductions in 
another have already brought Its earn- 
ing capacity to a minus quantity, and 
our murket in tlie case of the third has 
been thrown wide open to the world 
without any possibility of resulting 
benefit to tiie man ufacturer or work- 
men engaged in It or even to the con- 
suming public. 

It has not been infrequently tlie 
case during the revision of the tariff 
thut employers have stated to commit- 
tees of the Senate and House, und to 
the public In other ways and even to 
their employees, that in case certain 
definite action were taken it would be 
necessary for them to either reduce 
wages or close down their mills. 

Tiie slightest investigation of re- 
sults wluph might come from a tariff 
revision Justifies such assertions, for 
it goes without saying thut tlie man- 
agement of a mill wishes to run its 
property and make it profitable, and 
operations will be continued even 
though there bo no profit, und fre- 
quently when a small Iobb Is incurred, 
becuuse closing down means a dis- 
ruption of organization, tlie losing of 
many good and skilled employees who 
go elsewhere for employment; and 
even without these reusons, the fixed 
charges incident to tlie business en- 
tail a very material loss. 

For the first time In the history of 
tlte Government we have an authora- 
tlve statement from the chairman of 
Ways and Means Committee, and ap-

patently from the Secretary of Com- 
merce. that In case mills are closed 
down an Investigation will be mane an 
to the efficiency of the management of 
the property. During this session a 
majority of this body passed a meas- 
ure which prohibited the expenditure 
of any part of a certain appropriation 
made to carry out the provisions of the 
Sherman Antitrust Act In the case of 
lnbor unions and farmers' organiza- 
tions. In other words, the Government 
hnB snid we will not prosecute labor 
organizations for violating the statute 
law, encouraging thereby labor unions 
to try to bring about the reBullB 
which they desire; and now we have 
an authorized governmental official In 
high position declaring that If the 
innnngcrs of Inrge properties protect 
their stockholders by doing the only 
thing possible In order to prevent los- 
ing money — thal is, by closing down 
plnntB or reducing wages — that, they 
will be Investigated and something will 
be done; just what, nobody knows. 
It. is evidently an attempt to Intimi- 
date the n anagerB of American indus- 
tries. Ceitainly the latter nre now, 
under this administration, between the 
devil and the deep Bea. 

In the tariff plank of the Baltimore 
platform of last year this expression 
is used in speaking of protection: 

It Ib n system of taxation which 
makes the rich richer and the poor 
poorer. 

A declaration which has frequently 
been made by the Democratic Party 
in convention assembled and whlcii 
lias such a succulent sound that it is 
constantly repeated by Democratic 
orators In political campaigns, who nt 
the same time urge in effect the claim 
that the Democracy is the great lev- 
eler and Is striving to make the rich 
poorer and poor richer, without regard 
to methods or means or results. 

The whole subject 1 b too broad a one 
to attempt to discuss at this time, but 
it has some application to the action 
which has been taken in preparing 
this bill, and especially in applying to 
many industries in which the people 
of Massachusetts are engaged, the 
suggestion that stockholders are get- 
ting too large returns and employees 
too little. If this Is not the reason for 
the radical reductions in such Indus- 
tries as cotton, woolens, worsteds, and 
shoes, why have they been selected for 
the drastic treatment given them? 
Massachusetts Is a great manufactur- 
ing State; very largely its prosperity 
depends on the steady and remunera- 
tive employment of its capital and la- 
bor engaged in manufacturing indus- 
tries. It leads all other Htates in the 
manufacturing of shoes, cotton, wool- 
en and worsted goods, and assuming 
for the moment that the rich in the 
case of these three industries are the 
stockholders and the poor are the em- 
ployees, it is fair to consider whether 
the radical cuts in the products of 
these industries have been justified on 
the ground that the stockholders, or 
those furnishing the capital, are get- 
ting richer or unreasonable returns for 
their capital, while those employed in 
the Industries are getting poorer or 
less than reasonable remuneration for 
their services. 

This is a question which can he 
pretty definitely demonstrated, be- 
cause there are many coram unities In 
Massachusetts in which sucli a large 
percentage of the population is em- 
ployed in one or two industries that di- 
rectly or indirectly it may be assumed 
that their welfare Is dependent upon 
them. I have spoken of Massachu- 
setts ob a great manufacturing State. 
There are employed In her manufac- 
turing industries 497,649 people, which, 
with those dependent on them and as- 
sociated with them in some way, com- 
pose a majority of the population of 
the Slate. For many years Massachu- 
setts has had on its statute books pro- 
vision for the establishment und main- 
tenance of mutual saving banks. These 
banks nre not money-making concerns 
in any respect. After paying for the 
cost of operation all profits except a 
small surplus which is set aside each 
year go to depositors. They are pri- 
vately .managed and publicly super- 
vised. Their investments are care- 
fully regulated by the laws of the 
State and the losses as a result of 
their operations have been negligible. 
These banks are not operated for the 
benefit of the rich or even the well-to- 
do. but are operated for the benefit of 
those citizens who for manifest rea 
sons have not had sufficient experience 
to safely Invest their savings, and they 
ure an encouragement to citizens to 
save their money. That they are not 
intended for other classes Is indicated 
by a provision In the law which limits 
the amount of deposit which any one 
person may have In a bank to $1,600, 
which Includes accumulated Interest; 
furthermore, the rate of interest which 
these hanks have averaged to pay — 
slightly tinder 4 per cent for a term 
of years — Is not sufficiently remunera- 
tive to warrant the average Investor 
depositing his money in them even if 
it were possible for lilm to do so. As 
a matter of fact, if u well-known man 
who hud business connections of such 
a character that it might be assumed 
he could safely invest his own money 
should attempt to deposit $1,000 in any 
of the larger savings hanks of the 
State he would be told to tuke**fiis 
money and go his way; that the bunks 
were not organized for his benefit, but 
for those who in all probability could 
not wisely und aufely invest their own 
savings. Therefore the deposits In 
Massachusetts savings bunks must in- 
dicate, in fact must be the most con- 
clusive proof of, the financial condi- 
tion of people In very moderate cir- 
cumstances; if so, tile Increase- in 
these deposits throughout the whole 
Commonwealth is a striking demon- 
stration of their prosperity, 

Massachusetts at the present time 
has about three and a quarter millions 
of people, not more than one-fifteentli 
of the population of Great Britain or 
tierinuny or France,, which are our 
great rivals in manufacturing indust- 
ries, und yet the deposits in the Mass- 
achusetts savings banks are very 
nearly equal to the deposits in the 
savingB banks of each of those great 
countries, und they have been increas- 
ing at leaps and bounds during the 
period of great prosperity which fol- 
lowed the passuge of the Dingley tar- 
iff bill In 1897. 

Practically two-thirds of the people 
of Massachusetts, barring the possi- 


>1 1 Ity that n person has a deposit in 
more than one savings bank, have de- 
posits In our mutual hanks, which in 
Itself indicates their popular character. 

I have said that these have been years 
of grent prosperity, which Is true, gen- 
erally speaking. though thnre have 
been variations In this prosperity. 
This Is particularly shown in the de- 
posits of 1908, which are only $2,600 

000 greater than those of 1907, owing 
to the panic af that year. 

In addition to these mutual savings 
banks, Massachusetts has a system of 
cooperative banks which provide 
ftindB for building operations, enab- 
ling a man In small ctciimstAiices to 
deposit in these hanks and obtain 
through such deposits money for his 
building operations on the moBt ad- 
vantageous terms. The last returns 
show that there were 162 such hanks, 
and that the deposits were $74,484,048, 
an increase of $6,910,667 over the re- 
turns of the previous year. These 
banks are used by substantially the 
same class of people who use the mut- 
unl savings Imnks. They are also un- 
der the supervision of the State, and 
their losses in operation have been 
substantially nothing. In addition to 
this the Commonwealth charters trust 
companies, which do a trust business, 
but also a general banking business. 
bo that they are, in effect, State hanks. 
The deposits in the 66 truBt companies 
of the State are $283,200,653. Theso 
deposits are to a considerable extent 
those of trustees and others of a simi- 
lar character. 

While the trust companies can be 
put in the same class as mutual sav- 
ings banks, because they frequently 
hold the deposits of business men of 
large affairs and do a regular banking 
business, they are not so generally 
used for such a purpose as are national 
banks, and to some degree show the 
prosperity of other classes than the ac- 
tive business men of the State. These 
statements show that during recent 
years there has been prosperity among 
the citizens of Massachusetts in the 
employed classes where a large .per- 
centage are connected with those in- 
dustries referred to and many others 
which will be affected by this legisla- 
tion. The reductions made in the 
duties Imposed in the pending bill 
must necessarily result In increas- 
ed importations, and it would be of in- 
terest to be told how these workmen 
are to be benefited if we are to buy in 
other countries goods which they now- 
produce. 

It is impossible without a consider- 
able amount of labor, which would not 
be justified, to give the total dividends 
paid by Massachusetts Industries, be- 
cause very many of the larger busines- 
ses, especially in the shoe industry, 
are either private corporations or co- 
partnerships, ai)d*tio statement of the 
dividend return or profits obtained is 
possible, although we do know that in 
the shoe industry the average profit on 
a pair of shoes is less than 7 cents a 
pair and that it has not varied materi- 
ally from that figure during the period 
to which 1 am referring, though the 
present profits in shoemaking are un- 
doubtedly less per pair than they were 
in the period between 1900 and 1910. 

Therefore in order to demonstrate 
that the returns on capital have not in- 
creased In the same ratio or in fact in- 
creased at all during much of tills per- 
iod it is necessary to take individual 
communities which are largely depend- 
ent on a single industry. By so doing 

1 think 1 can show that the returns of 
the rich — if the rich are called stock- 
holders in manufacturing Industries; 
and, by the way, there are tens of 
thousands of stockholders in our cot- 
ton and wool Industries frequently 
having small holdings which repre- 
sent the savings of the owner for 
many years or for a lifetime — have 
been diminishing while the prosperity 
of the workers themselves has 
been Increasing; and in order to 
do this I will take as examples the 
city of New Bedford where generally 
speaking high-grade cotton goods 
are manufactured; the city of Fall 
River, where generally speaking u 
lower grade of cotton goods is manu- 
factured ; the city of Lawrence, where 
the manufactures are about equally di- 
vided between cotton and worsted 
goods; the city of Brockton, the larg- 
est shoe manufacturing center of the 
United States; the city of Lynn, which 
is one of t lie great shoe centers and 
also the location of a part of the plant 
of the General Electric Co. I speak of 
these typical places, because the re- 
turns on capital invested, except in the 
case of Brockton, can be figured much 
more definitely than in other cases and 
they Illustrate as well as would oth- 
ers the argument which I am going to 
develop. 

The two saving banks in New Bed- 
ford held at the end of the year, Octo- 
ber 31, 1912. $28,427,468.38. 

In uddllion. New Bedford has three 
national banks and u trust company, 
having a total deposit of $14,747,000. ! 
The wages in the mills of New Bed- , 
ford huvo been frequently increased, 
the lust change being In the spring of ; 
1912, when they where Increased 10! 
per cent; but while the wages of the 
employees have been increased and the i 
deposits in suvlngs banks Bhow that ! 
the employees are reasonably prosper- 
ous, dividends huve not shown the 
same tendency. 

The total capital of the mills of New 
Medford amounts to $37,126, 300. The 
dividend puld in 1912 was $1,647,000, 
or 4.4 pur cent on the capital. The 
dividend paid In 1911 was $2,020,476. 
or 5.6 percent on the capital invested. 
The dividend puld in 1910 was $3,057, 
000, or 9,69 per cent on the then out- 
standing capital. No mill during that 
period Increased its dividend and about 
one half of the mills decreased their 
dividends. In many cases the divi- 
dends of 1911 and 1912 were not 
earned, but were paid out of the 
surplus which hud been accumulated 
In the past und it will be noted also 
thal the capital stock of the New Bed- 
ford mills outstanding Ib only about 
one-half the replacement vuluo of 
the mills which, if figured at $20 a 
spindle, would be $60,000,000. 

Therefore the average dividends of 
the past three years, which on the out- 
standing capital were 6 1-4 per cent, 
would have been on the replacement 
value exactly 4 per cent. Can it be 
said with these figures before ua that 
the mill owners of New Medford are 
growing richer or profiting unduly at 
the expense of the mill operatives who 
have, during this period of decreasing 
dividends, received on increase lu their 
pay of 10 per ceut aud who ure evl- 
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dently making material savings, as is 
evidenced by bank deposits 

Brockton, as 1 have suggested, in 
the leading shoe manufacturing cen- 
ter of the United States. It is a com- 
paratively new city, but there are sit- 
uated at Brockton several of the larg- 
est shoe industries in Massachusetts, 
and substantially Bpeaklng the people 
of that community are engaged In or 
dependent upon this Industry. The 
savingB deposits in Brockton’s banks 
do not show the deposits which would 
be expected in such a prosperous city, 
the reason being that many Bavings 
banks In communities around Brock- 
ton and contiguous to It are older than 
those in that city and many of the 
employees of the Brockton factories 
come from adjoining towns, so that 
the deposits in Brockton do not prop- 
erly demonstrate the prosperity of its 
people. 

There has been substantially no 
change In the volume of business ai 
the Brockton factories during the past 
year, and as but one of the factories 
is capitalized it is impossible to state 
what the net earnings have been, but 
it is a fair statement that the net prof- 
its for a pair of shoes is no larger 
than heretofore, and on account of the 
increased cost of leather It is quite 
likely less; yet the savings deposits 
show an increase of 100 per cent in 10 
yearB. 

Similar conditions obtained in Lynn, 
where the savings banks show an In- 
crease of $4,400,000 in 10 years, al- 
though the shoe factories do not indi- 
cate Increased net earnings and the 
General Electric dividend has not been 
changed. 

Senators will recall the labor 
troubles which disturbed business in 
Lawrence, during 1912. affecting the 
earnings and dividends of Lawrence 
mills; yet the savings deposits in- 
creased In that city $692,239.50 for 
the year and show a gain of 42 per 
cent in 10 years, while in no instance 
has there been an increase in mill 
dividends since 1907, while several 
corporations are now reducing. 

(Senator Weeks gives many figures 
relative to New England manufactur- 
ing concerns, and says) : 

All of these cases go to show that 
the frequently repeated and sometimes 
believed statement that New England 
mills are largely overcapitalized and 
that they are earning excessive divi- 
dends is absolutely without founda- 
tion; the reverse is really true. Work- 
men are getttng a fair proportion of 
the earnings, and the bringing in of 
ten millions of additional cotton goods 
and forty-eight millions additional 
woolen goods is going to curtail our 
production to that extent. These in- 1 
dustries nre not in condition to war- 
rant such a chnnge, nor should the em- 
ployees be deprived of the work In- 
volved. 

How easy it is to use popular 
phrases in political resolutions, to 
make statements if they do not have 
to be proven, to constantly repeat clat- 
tertrap until people think It may be 
true and even those who indulge In It 
become convinced from repeated rep- 
ititlon, especially us it may not have 
been denied that there must be some- 
thing In it. That is the position in 
which we find the Democratic Party, 
the tariff, and the people. The former 
has constantly repeated statements 
relative to the tariff and its relations 
to certain elements in our life, and the 
latter, always wishing to improve their 
condition, and properly so, skeptical, 
no doubt, of the result of this experi- 
ment, have concluded to give the Dem- 
ocratic Party a chance to do what it 
has stated could be done if the tariff 
were reduced; that is, reduce the cost 
of living, strangle the trusts, make the 
rich poorer and the poor richer, and to 
develop competition, giving every man 
an equal chance with every other, and 
this Congress is trying to carry out 
these promises. I wish it were possi- 
ble to do these things, but if there is 
any merit ill what I have staled, the 
people will find that their net income 
1 b not increased, but will probably be 
decreased; that there will be rich aud 
poor, dependent on the brains, indus- 
try. and thrift of the individual; that 
the large corporation is here to stay, 
under proper control, because it is in 
many cases the economical way in 
which to do business; that there is, as 
there ulways has been a chance for ev- 
ery man which is dependent on himself 
und his own power of initiative; and 
that there never hns beeu a greater 
deuiund for skillful, honest, indus- 
trious men than now. And I believe 
that the people will find that an at- 
tempt to change conditions in this way 
has injured all classes of clllzeus, who 
will at tlu* first opportunity proceed to 
depose those who have been humbug- 
ging them und will restore to power 
the party which has, ou the whole, 
manuged the country’s uffairs with In- 
telligence und l,ionesty.

[ospltal. where he died the following 
norning. He was employed as a 
noulder In the Waltham Foundry, and 
eaveB a wife and two sons. 

Funeral services were conducted 
Vednesday afternoon from his late 
ome, and interment followed in the 
amily lot at Mt. Feake Cemetery,

One man wqb killed and two others 
are in a dangerous condition at the 
Newton Hospital aB a result of terri- 
fic explosion which occurred last Mon- 
day afternoon at the plant of the Vul- 
can Mfg. Company at Newtonvllle. An- 
tonio Bol8elll, 49 of 19 Quirk court, 
Newton, an employee of the firm for 
many years died shortly after arriving 
at the Newton Hospital, his left arm 
boing blown completely off, and suffer- 
ing from numerous cuts and abrasions 
about the body. 

The men were at work tamping a 
fusee Into a huge papier mache mach- 
ine, when from some unknown reason 
the explosion occurred. Flames leaped 
Into the air, encircling the three men, 
and the explosion that followed hurled 
all three in all directions. 

The nearby buildings were shaken 
by the shock, and after the other work 
men had recovered from the effectB of 
the explosion, rushed to the injured 
men, who were found mangled and 
burnt. A hurry call was sent in for 
the police ambulance, and a record 
trip was made to the hospital with the 
three men. Bolselli was carried un- 
conscious into the hospital, and died 
at 5 o’clock, without regaining con 
sclousness.. 

Frank Zezan of Waltham and James 
Cafarello of Watertown street, Non- 
antum, who were badly injured in the 
explosion, are still at the hospital, 
where it is thought they will recover. 
The men were working with the dead 
man, and so far have been unable to 
give any clue as to the cause of the 
explosion.

Patrolman Hargedon of the local tle- 
partmeni had a narrow escape from 
aeriouB Injury when he wan met with 
a volley of tools from a shoemaker'H 
kit, which were thrown by Arthur J.

The father 
and son James were taken to Station 
3 by Officers Coady and Hargedon and 
officer Higgins waited In the house un- 
til the other Ron, Arthur dressed him- 
self sufficiently to accompany the pa- 
trolman. 

After waiting several minutes at 
Station 3 for patrolman Higgins to ar- 
rive with his prisoner, the other two 
officers started back to the house to 
see what was keeping him, and were 
forced to use their strength to gain 
entrance, as the man's wife held the 
door. Getting In was only a matter ol 
a minute and after the young man had 
hurled one tool at officer Higgins, the 
other two officers made all haste up 
the stairs to the second floor. 

The man saw them coming and 
started for the stairs leading up to the 
third floor, and as the two officers 
were making all haste up the narrow 
stairs he met them with a volley ol 
tools, the stand striking officer Har- 
gedon on the helmet, while another 
iron object just missed patrolman 
Coady. He was soon overpowered and 
brought along to Station 3. where he 
was booked on the charge of disturb- 
ance and assaulting an officer. 

All three were arraigned before 
Judge Bacon Monday morning, and 
Arthur J. Lawn was sentenced to six 
months in the House of Correction for 
assaulting the officer and ordered to 
pay a fine of $15 for disturbance. His 
brother James was fined $15 for dis- 
turbance and the charge against the 
father was dismissed, llie court de- 
ciding that he was trying to get his 
son into the house.

Fads Gleaned From Reports of City 
Officials 

Charity Department 

Over one thousand persons were aid- 
ed In Newton during 1912, according 
to the report of Mr. Oswald J. McCourt 
the acting overseer of the poor, nt n 
cost of $24,614.08; the net cost to the 
city being $18,113.05, the difference be- 
ing repnid by the state, other cities 
ami towns and individuals. 

Fifty-one persons were cared for at 
the City Home during the year, the 
average number being 27. A new war- 
den and matron, Mr. and Mrs. John 
Ewart, wore appointed during the year 
in consequence of the resignations of 
Mr. and Mr. James P. Goodman, after 
14 years of service. The cost of run- 
ning the City Home was $7,620.54, or 
an average weekly cost for each in- 
mate of $5.06. 

Fire Department 

Chief Walter B. Rnndlctt of the Fire 
Department, reports that in 1912, there 
were 542 fire alarms, and a total esti- 
mated Iobb on buildings and contents 
of $89,357.94 and $99,272.79 was paid 
In insurance. This Is nearly double 
the damage and insurance paid during 
1911. The value of the buildings and 
contents where these fires occurred 
was $1,691,195, covered by Insurance 
to an amount of $1,039,560. 

One hundred and forty-seven of 
these fires were In buildings, nnd 294 
were other than buildings, making a 
total of 441 fires. 

Public Buildings Department 

The annual report of Mr. Walter R. 
Forbush, the Public Buildings Com- 
missioner, shows that 276 frame nnd 
44 other buildings were erected in 
1912 at an estimated coat of $1,529,638, 
making a substantial addition to the 
valuation of the city’. 

The department expended $37,159.98 
in repairs and maintenance of our pub- 
lic buildings, $20,926.20 being for the 
schools. 

Mr. Maurice B. Coleman, the Inspec- 
tor of Plumbing, reports that 2.207 
fixtures of various kinds were Installed 
in Newton houses last year. 650 per- 
mits for plumbing were Issued and 
1,750 inspectons made; 

Sealer of Weights and Measure* 

Mr. Arthur Prior, the head of this 
department, tested 4063 scales, weights 
and measures in 1912. 

The sealer reports that the weigh- 
ing of coal has been gone into during 
the year and conditions proved satis- 
factory, only three re-weighings out 
of 17 proving under-weight. 

PedlarB of fruit, vegetables and nuts 
which now are Bold by weight or 
count, instead of by dry measure have 
increased the work of the department 
aB the spring scale in general use by 
these persons, is very liable to get out 
of order; 300 of such inspections were 
made and many scales adjusted. 

Milk bottles con now be Bealed by 
the manufacturer instead of the local 
sealer. The change puts the burden 
on the sealer to see that the bottle 
holds the correct amount by stopping 
the team on the street. In some cases 
it was found that the bottles were cor- 
rect but they were not always filled 
to capacity. 

Milk Inspector 

Mr. Arthur Hudson, the milk inspec- 
tor, states that the quality of milk 
sold in Newton In 1912 was generally 
above the legal standard, 808 samples 
of mint having been examined. It Is 
Interesting to note that Mr. Hudson 
estimates that the dally inilk supply 
in Newton is 18,233 quarts nnd 812 
quarts of cream, or 6,669,618 quarts of 
milk and 279,191 quarts of cream dur- 
ing the year, nt an estimated value of 
$816,077.52.

PLEASANT FORM OF PICKUP 
WORK FOR 9UMMER. 


Useful and Attractive Lltthe Additions 

to the Summer House Are Easily 
and Inexpensively Made by 
Clever Hands. 

The woman who can handle rnfTii. 
not only Ims n pleasant form of pick 
up work for summer at her cninmnnc 
but she cun make tunny useful and at 
tractive additions to the summer 
house. 

The raflln, which only costs 10 cents 
a bunch, can bo bought in three 01 
four colors — natural color, a durket 
shade of brown, perhaps, a soft grecr 
and a dark red give promise of Inter- 
esting combinations. If a basket of 
raffia io planned for a room furnished 
in a definite color raffia In matching 
or harmoniously contrasting shade 
can be bought. 

One of the useful things which the 
raflla worker cun make for the sum- 
mer house is small flower holders 
These are really no more than little 
buskets fitted with glass or china 
dishes to hold water, but they are very 
elective. 

A pair of them on dressing table or 
desk gives un artistic touch to a 
whole room, and they can be effec 
tively placed in any bare spot. They 
are especially good for holding such 
short stemmed flowers as pansies, 
nasturtiums, forget-me-nots, annual 
larkspur, small roses, alyssum, can- 
dytuft and English daisies. 

These little baskets cun be made to 
flt about old and hundleless cups or 
deep saucers. In either case the bas 
ket should be narrowed above the top 
of the dish to a wide neck, and then 
should flare at the top. This shapes 
the basket like a vase and gives good 
support for the flower Btems. 

For these baskets the raffia can be 
wound about either heavy cord or 
damp willow. Lazy squaw stitch Is 
the easiest and most quickly accom 
pllshed of all stitches.

Colo., attend- 
ing the triennial conclave of the na- 
tional body, had an interesting and 
unexpected experience on the way. 

Their special train was taken ofT the 
regular route because of a freight 
wreck five miles beyond l>a Jim Ha and 
on t lie route of the excursionists, it 
occasioned a delay of a few hours In 
reaching Pueblo, hut pave the party 
more than the schedule called for and 
enabled those n board lo sec a new 
phase of the country, also taking them 
within to miles of New Mexico. 

At one station on the return over 
the Colorndo Southern Mrs. Harry Cl. 
Pollard of Lowell created a happy di- 
version for those in the company by 
dlstrlbuilng a box of chocolates to n 
group of papooses. 

On the way up a stop was made at 
Newton. Kan. It came about thnt one 
of the trainmen, a member of the K 
T. Commnndery of thnt city, had tele- 
ernphed ahead that Templars from 
Newton, Mass., were on their way to 
Denver, and on his suggestion, a re- 
ception wflB arranged for the tourists', 
who found on their arrival threescore 
Templars os well as about 100 other 
citizens at the station. 

Commander Chevey extended a warm 
Greeting to Commander Church and 
those who accompanied him. Then 
the commander of Gethsemane intro- 
duced Grand Commander Nagle, who 
presented the members of his suite. 
As a further mark of courtesy from 
the Kansas Templars a dozen water- 
melons grown in their own town were 
put on the train and to each waB pre- 
sented a phial containing Newton wa- 
ter. which the inhabitants claim is 99 
per cent pure. 

The exchange of knightly courtesies 
is due to the fact that Newton. Kan., 
was settled by persons from Newton, 
Mass. 

An hour was devoted by the pilgrims 
to the museum of mines. Mrs. Walter 
G. Adams and Mrs. Thomas Zeigler, 
on behalf of the women's committee of 
the local eommandery, received the 
women visitors at the hotel, where the 
pilgrims took dinner and will be in 


attendance to greet all who pnsR thru 
their city. 

On Saturday the party visited Dike's 
Peak. They had with ihcm the Bonu- 
seant of tile commnndery and thu . 
showed it 14.171 feet above sen level 
the highest point where such has been 
displayed. Delegations of two Penn- 
sylvania Commnnderies were Ihoro nt 
the time. 

Mrs. E. W. Paine of Newton was 
overcome by the bracing atmosphere 
nnd restoratives were applied by Dr. 
Miller of Gethsemane, so thnt she was 
in her normal condition by the time 
the train reiurned. The party had the 
novel experience while on the summit 
of being out In an August snow squall 
nnd later In the day were caught In n 
hnll-storm 8000 feet up, while going to 
Pleasant Park. 

Gethsemane Commnndery, Knights 
Templar, are considerably in evidence 
this week al the triennial conclave of 
the order now being held at Denver, 
Colo., if newspaper reports from that 
I city are any criterion. 

On the way from Boston the Indies 
of the party received large black Rnd 
white silk parasols.

The president gave an address on 
the significance of such reunions and 
said in part: — 

“But the real reason for honoring 
John Alden lies in the part he played 
In the great forward movement of hu- 
manity. At a time and place where 
suffering and anxiety were prevalent 
he stood as a bulwark against destruc- 
tive forces that were attacking the life 
of the colonists. From the responsi- 
bilities placed on him, it Is evident 
ne was looked up to as one of the most 
Important men of the colony. His 
worth to his community, his loyalty to 
God and bis fellowmen, these are the 
gems in John Alden’s record. 

“The same qualities, the same kind 
of men are needed today when, pressed 
by capitalistic greed, large numbers 
of hard-working men, mostly plIgrlmB 
from foreign shores, are being aroused 
and inflamed by leaders <^f anarchistic 
tendencies to a dangerous condition. 
A tremendous problem 1 b to be Bolved 
and the interest of every man and wo- 
man imbued with the John Alden spirit 
is needed. 

“These tolling masses are entitled 
to justice and, as one of the steps in 
the great onward movement for better 
human conditions they will get it. But 
it must not come by destructive meth- 
ods. An honest effort must be made 
by every man capable of giving public 
service, to give these men their juBt 
dues.

Although the severe thunder and 
lightning storm, which was followed 
by a heavy downpour last Tuesday, did 
considerable damage in the surround- 
ing cities and towns, Newton escaped 
with slight damage. A heavy cross on 
the northeast spire of the new Boston 
College building at the corner of Com- 
monwealth avenue and South street, 
Chestnut Hill, was struck by a bolt of 
lightning, and In falling a distance of 
30 feet, crashed through the tile roof, j 
into the Assembly Hall. 

A hole three feet in diameter was 
torn in the roof, and pieces of the 
croBB were scattered In all directions. 
On the tower are four spires, but the 
one on the northeast corner was the 
only one touched by the lightning. The 
crosB Joins the Bpire by a heavy Iron 
stake, and the lightning cut It off 
where it joins the Bpire. The bolt did 
not enter the spire, as no other damage 
was done about the building. 

When the crash came, Patrick Boyle, 
the janitor of the building, was work- 
ing In a room adjoining the assembly 
hall, but suffered no 111 effects from the 
bolt. 

Another bolt struck the chimney on 
the home of H. E. Twombley on Cres- 
cent avenue, Newton Centre, but did 
no other damage than to loosen sev- 
eral brlckB of the chimney. An elec- 
tric light wire was blown down at the 
corner of Otis and Chestnut Btreets, 
West Newton, and the Btrong wind also 
caused a pole to blow down on Green 
street, Nonantum, and a large limb at 
the corner of Waban and Jewett 
streets, Newton.

NEW TAX RATE IS 518,20 

Assessors Keep Expected Increase Down to 
Eighty Cents 


The tax rate for 1913 was announced I 
this week by the Assessors, and while 
there was an Increase of 80 cents, over 
last year, the new rate of $18.20 1 b re- 
markably low. all things being consid- 
ered. The total valuation Is $82,476,040, 
an increase of $3,112,595 over 1912, and 
the Assessors have done extremely 
well In this respect, for all Indications 
pointed towards a slight Increase, If 
any, particularly in personal property. 
Real estate Is assessed at $55,669,650, 
a gain of $1,499,750 and personal at 
S2C.806.390 a gain of $1,612,845. The 
following table showB the valuation by 
precincts and Is followed by one show- 
ing the valuations of last year:

It will be noted that there is a large 

increase In the city tax amounting to 
over $137,000, part of which Ib off set 
however by the item of extra receipts 
of $53,726. The treasury assets show 
a decrease 1 of about $15,000 due pri- 
marily by the Increase in estimated 
receipts made last year by tbe Asses- 
sors. 

Attention Is also called to the in- 
crease in the state tax and in the new 
item for auditing expense, due to work 
done by the State Bureau of Statistics 
in installing a new system of accounts 
at the City Hall. 

Turning to the valuations by wards 
It will be noticed that ward 6 contin- 
ues to hold its place as the richest 
ward in the city, so far as the Asses- 
sors are able to find out. Every ward 
shows a steady gain in real estate, 
while three wardB, one. four and six 
show a decrease in personal. Ward 7 
makes a large gain in this respect and 
is a close second to ward six in per- 
sonal property valuations.

MAY BE WORKED IN ALMOST ANY 
KIND OF WOOL. 


Direction* Given Will Enable Anyone 

With a 8liflht Knowledge of the 
Paitlme to Produce Thli Use- 
ful Article. 

This useful little bonnet may be 
worked In almost any kind of wool, 
either white or to match coat. About 
two and a half ounces of wool, the 
thickness of single Berlin, would be 
required, and a suitable bone hook. 

Work a chain of 7 inches, pass the 
nearest and *. draw up a loop through 
each of the next 2 stitches, draw the 
wool through all the 3 loops on the 
hook nt once, and make a chain 
stitch; repeat from • to end of chain; 
work 5 double crochets Into the end 
stitch, draw a loop through each of 
the next 2 stitches, draw the wool 
through ns before and make a chain 
stitch; repeat from * down the second 
sldo of the chain, turn. 

Row 2. — 3 chain, draw 2 loops 
through the chain and 1 through each 
of the two nearest stitches of the pre- 
vious row (back thread only; draw 
the wool through all five loops at 
once, and make a chain stitch; •, 
draw a loop through the chain stitch 
just made, one through the back 
thread of the last loop of the previous 
Stitch, and one through each of the 
next two stitches of the last row — 5 
loops on hook — draw all through at 
once and make a chain stitch, repeat 
from • as far as the double crochets, 
then draw up the first 3 loops as usu- 
al, but draw the fourth through the 
same place as the last loop of the 
previous Btltch, and one through the 
stitch following, thus making 5 loops, 
hut only advancing one stitch. Work 
4 more stitches^Iike this last, and con- 
tinue as usual to end of row; turn 
with three chain, and repeat row 2, 
Increasing each of the 5 middle 
stitches as before. 

Work 2 more rows like this last 
then continue working to and fra 
without any increase until the bon- 
net measures 10 inches (move or less

Clever Girl Solve* the Problem by 

Removing the Lining and Wash- 
ing It. 

At thlB time of year most every 
woman has a white coat lining that 
ImB become so soiled that she hates 
to wear the suit, although It is nlmoat 
always the lining to ones favorite 
coat that suffers In this manner. One 
girl who did not feel that she could 
spare the money to have the suit 
cleaned, or even afford to have Just 
the lining cleaned, Bolved the prob- 
lem very nicely by wnslilng the lin- 
ing. She first basted all the seams to- 
gether carefully with white thread, 
marking the edge, too, where they 
were turned In, at the front, collar 
and tall of the coat. Then she care- 
fully ripped out the lining and washed 
it by squeezing it out In lukewarm 
soap Buds and rinsing several tlmeB 
In warm water. 

Next It wqb pressed with a warm 
iron on the wrong side, but pressed 
under a piece of cheesecloth or very 
thin white muslin so the iron would 
not touch the silk and make It stiff. 
Now, If the coat was marked before 
removing the lining, to show just 
where the line of Bewlng goes, It will 
be a simple matter to put 11 back Just 
where it was. The entire lining should 
be pinned In place before sewing at 
all, and If It has shrunken a little, 
which It will not do If It is all silk, 
each edge may be turhed in a little 
leas than before ail the way around 
the coat. This is a task that requires 
great care, but if one takes the paina 
to do it neatly and carefully the re- 
sult Is eminently more satisfactory 
than the soiled lining, that gives such 
an undainty touch to the otherwise 
most Immaculate coBtume. 

TEST YOUR DRESS SAMPLES 

How to Find Out If the Fabric Is All 
That Is Claimed for It by 
Merchant*, 

To find out whether a fabric claim- 
ed to be all wool contains cotton or 
not, boil a sample in a strong solution 
of caustic soda, obtained at any drug 
store. The wool will dissolve with 
this test, and If there Is any cot- 
ton In the sample it will remain 
unharmed. ! 

To test silk, soak a sample In con- 
centrated hydrochloric acid, which 
will at once dissolve the silk, leaving 
the other flberB untouched. 

Linen suspected of containing cot- 
ton should first be boiled in clear wa- 
ter. After drying place the sample 
for Beven minutes In a mixture com- 
posed of three parts nitrate of potash. 
Wash the sample again and dry; then 
place in a mixture of ether and alco- 
hol. This will dissolve the cotton 
and leave the linen untouched. IIbo 
a Bmall stick when testing. It only 
takes a few moments to make a teat, 
and you are then sure of the quality 
paid for.

HASH BETTER THAN ROASTS 
WHEN PREPARED PROPERLY. 


May Irwin, the Actress, Tell* How 
to Cook Meat* and the Victual* 
That Have Been Left Over 


That the fastidious should look with 
distrust, if not dlBguBt. upon the hotel 
or restaurant made hash or ragout, 
or stew, or minced dish. Is quite with- 
in my understanding and sympathy. 
Hut it Is quite different In the well- 
regulated home. 

My husband and BonB. writes May 
Irwin, who are rather spoiled as far 
ae the things of the table are concern- 
ed. enjoy beef stews and roast ’beef 
hash better than the original roast 
Fricassee chicken, when properly pre- 
pared, Is much better thnn roast 
chicken. Spaghetti, when warmed 
over, la twenty times better thnn 
when flrBt cooked. How seldom we 
eat a really well cooked dish of 
spaghetti! This la because IMs not 
thoroughly cooked. 

Suppose It Is Tuesday — ironing day. 
If there Is in your pantry or ice box 
the Bkeleton of last night's roast chick- 
en you are fortunate. From the 
shreds of the meat here and there 
sticking to the bonea you can make 
an excellent frlcaaBee, or that dish 
which is a favorite in my household. 

Mince the bits of cold chicken to- 
gether. Chop a small green pepper, a 
email onion, four mushrooms, a bit of 
parsley and one cold potato together 
until very fine. Have a frying pan 
ready with tablespoonful of hot brown 
butter and put the mixture in tflid stir 
It well. 

Cover It for a few moments nnd let 
It brown on one side, as hashed brown 
potatoes are done. Put on a hot plat- 
ter and garnish with tomato sauca 
This sauce Is made by cooking two 
or three tomatoea for an hour; 

strain and add a tablespoonful of but- 
ter, salt, pepper and flour enough to 
thicken a little. 

Perhaps you are inclined to toBB 
away three or four tomatoes that are ! 
soft, but still good. Their ripeness 
1b no drawback for the favorite break- 
fast dish of mine, for which I give 
you the recipe. 

Cut a Bllce from the top of each to- 
mato. Remove enough of the pulp to 
enable you to drop into each tomato 
a bit of butter the size of your thumb- 
nail and a raw egg. Pin with a tooth- 
pick a strip of raw bacon around each 
tomato. Sprinkle a little salt and pep- 
per over the top and put Into a very 
hot oven until the egga are Bet. This 
will be In from five to eight minutes. 

Beat Shape for Pan*. 

When we used the old form of coal 
fuel extensively, we also UBed the old 
form of deep iron kettle which Bet 
down in the embers. Our modern 
fuels of gas, electricity and alcohol 
are distributed by a broad, flat burn- 
er, and the radiating surface 1b broad, 
not deep. Therefore the old high 
style of pot or kettle la very ineffi- 
cient on our new stoves or heating 
BUrfacea. Nothing could be worse 
than to use a tail coffee pot on a gas 
range, If we wish to save gas. The 
best shape for the new fuels 1b the 
broad, shallow vessel, aa Been beat In 
the familiar egg poacher. For boil- 
ing and steaming the pane should be 
broad and shallow. 

Rice and Tomato Combination, 

One of the ways of cooking rice and 
tomatoes together la to boll the rice in 
one vessel, cook the stewed tomatoes 
in another, seasoning them to taBte 
with salt, sugar, pepper and onion 
juice, and then to turn the rice, from 
which the water has been carefully 
drained, into a deep vegetable dish, 
pour over it the tomatoes, lifting the 
rice with a fork, that the sauce may 
penetrate the rice; set the dish in the 
>ven for five minutes, and Bend it to 
table smoking hot. 

To Remove Ink Stain*. 

Kerosene will remove ink stains 
from furniture. ^ few drops of am 
monia In a btfttle of ink will prevenl 
the Ink fading. Put a tablespoonful ol 
borax in the last rinsing water wher 
washing. The clothes will be whitei 
for it; and linen dresses, If pul 
through first, will need no starch anc 
will look nicer. Add a little borax tc 
starch, hot or cold, and the Biuret 
thingB will be Bllffer. 

Codfish Supreme. 

Soak shredded codfish over night 
in the morning add it to a thin cream 
sauce. Now prepare slices of toast- 
cut thfcin fn obloug pieces, about twe 
by three inches. Place on each hall 
a iiardbolled egg — cut fn two length 
wise — pour a liberal amount of tht 
creamed codfish over this. Garnisb 
with a radish roBe aud serve. 

Walnut Cake, 

Qne cup of sugar, one-half cup but 
ter, creamed together. Add two eggs, 
two-thirdB milk, two cups flour, into 
which baH been sifted two teaspoon* 
baking powder, one cup raisins, one 
cup chopped walnuts. This is nice 
with chocolate frosting, thickly cover- 
ed with walnut meats. 

Rice Gem*. 

One cup cold boiled rice, one egg, 
one cup milk, oue saltspoon salt, one 
cup flour. Iiake In iron gem pans that 
have been well buttered. 

Damp Cloth. 

Put a damp cloth or damp napkin 
over sandwiches or bread if R la 
necessary to wall before serving.

POPCORN’S MANY USES TO SERVE AT DINNER 


DELICACY NOT USUALLY APPRE- 
CIATED BY HOU8EWIFE. 



Properly Prepared, It Makes an Ideal 

Breakfast Cereal — Better Than 
Usual Croutons Added to the 
Dinner Soup. 

Try popcorn some morning Inetead 
of tho ordinary breakfast cereal. The 
chances are you will like It. The corn 
should bo popped the night before and 
left In the oven or Borne other warm, 
dry place until morning. Before serv- 
ing, set the food grinder at the notch 
where it grinds Its coarsest and run 
the popcorn through. Place in a warm 
oven until the chopped popcorn Is 
heated. Then serve with sugar and 
cream, like any other breakfast food. 

Try adding half a dozen fluffy white 
kernels of popcorn to each portion of 
soup served. These are a pretty sub- 
stitute for the usual croutons, and, es- 
pecially In tomato or pea soup, the 
color effect iB attractive. Where the 
soup iB served at table a small dish 
of perfect kernels of popcorn can be 
placed near the tureen and a few 
served with each portion of Boup. 
They float lightly on the surface and 
are a pretty novelty. For the nur- 
sery table this is a feature sure to be 
hailed with delight. 

Try "kornettes” as a novel form of 
wafer to serve with afternoon tea. Lit- 
the cookies are made from one cup of 
chopped popcorn, a tableBponful of 
softened butter, white of one egg, one- 
third nf a run of sugar, and n little 
salt. Flavor with a half teasponful ol 
vanilla. The butter Is first added to 
the chopped popcorn, then the egg is 
Btiflly beaten and added, then the 
sugar and other ingredients. Beat all 
together thoroughly and drop from tip 
of teaspoon on to a buttered baking 
sheet. Spread with a knife dipped in 
cold water and bake In a Blow oven un- 
til a delicate brown. 

Where a coal range 1 b not available 
there are several ways of attempting 
to do corn-popping over a gas stove, 
but the process is never as satisfac- 
tory as when done over a bed of live 
coals. An iron stave lid placed over 
a burner of a gas range and allowed to 
become red hot will give sufficient 
heat to make the kernels burst into 
bloom, provided one haB a little pa- 
tience. Where gas Is used in the 
kitchen the furnace Are offers a Bplen- 
dld place for the popping of corn. 
With the large area of coals, the work 
can be done quickly and well. 


Turkish Sweet* 

A confection known to every visitor 
In the land of the crescent and doubt- 
less tasted by the victorious Balkan 
soldiers, iB diamonds of citron. Pare 
and chop a large fresh citron and boll 
It until It is tender. Drain the water 
and add lemon Juice and lime juice 
to cover. Keep the citron covered for 
three days and then drain and add a 
pint of boiling Byrup of sugar and 
water and stir until It forms a thick 
green paste. Add a quarter of a cup 
of rosewater and boil until it hardens 
when dropped into Ice water to teBt it. 
Quickly take from the fire and pour 
Into oiled dlBhes about an inch thick. 
Cut Into small pieces when It la cold. 
Dip In powdered Bugar and the confec- 
tion is done. Although this Is not 
easy to make, a person familiar with 
candy making ought to be able to 
gel very good results from this rule 
and to approach if not actually equal 
the veritable Turkish product. 


Apple Fritter*, 

Pare apples and cut in thin slices; 
put them In a bowl with a glass of 
brandy, some white wine, a quarter 
pound pounded sugar, a little cinna- 
mon (finely powdered) and the rind 
of a lemon (grated). Let stand some 
time, turning over frequently. Beat 
two eggs very light, add one-quarter 
pound flour, one tablespoon melted 
butter and us much cold water as will 
make a thin batter. Dip the apples 
on a sieve, mix them with the baiter 
and take one slice with a spoon of 
butter to each fritter. Fry them 
quickly to a light brown, drain well, 
put in a dish, Bprlnkle sugar over 
each and glaze them nicely.

Burnt Sugar Cake. 

This Is a nice Ice cream cake, as 
the delicate caramel flavor goeB well 
with most any kind of cream. Take 
half a cup of butter, one and a half 
cups of sugar, mie cup water, four 
tablcspoonfuls caramel, two teaspoon- 
f uls baking powder, two and a half 
cupB of flour, one teaspoouful vanilla, 
and beaten whites of two eggs. Bake 
in a loaf and lee with boiled nut icing 
made of one cup sugar, one cup milk, 
teaspoonfu) butter, and two teaspoon- 
fuls caramel to flavor; add half cup 
chopped nuts and raisins. 


Spilled Water. 

Water spilled upon the bed, when 
some one Is ill, may be quickly .dried 
In this manner; 

Fill a hot water bottle with boiling 
water and place It betwee ntbe mat- 
tress and the bed clothing. 


Asparagus in Pepper Rings. 

Remove the seeds from green pep- 
pers. Cut rings one-quarter of an 
Inch wide and slip through them as- 
paragus stalks, canned or freshly 
cooked. Serve with cold French 
dressing.

9weetbreads With Asparagus Especi- 
ally Appetizing st This Season 
of the Year — Game Stew and 
Croquette Sauce Also Good. 

Sweetbreads With Asparagus — Par- 
boil three sweetbreads, plunge In cold 
water Tor a moment, drain and lard 
with thin strips of fat salt pork. Place 
In Baucepan with one cup veal or 
chicken Block, three green onions 
(chopped line), one cup thin Bweet 
cream, salt, pepper, chopped parsley 
and a very little mace or nutmeg. Heat 
quickly, but do not boll, or the cream 
may curdle. Have one cup hot aspara- 
gus tipB, cooked and drained, and add 
JUBt before serving. 

Game Stew — Lay four mallard ducks 
cut in small pieces in salt water flve 
hours. Take one bunch of celery, two 
carrots, one onion, Bmall piece of gar 
lie, flve red peppers and chop very 
fine. Put ducks on to boll and at the 
same time add the vegetables and halt 
a pound pickled pork. Cook one hour 
and add one can tomatoes, two cans 
French mushrooms and cook 30 min- 
utes more. Then add half a teaspoon 
each cinnamon, cloves, allspice, mace, 
nutmeg, thyme and savory and three 
bay leaves. Stir and mix well togeth- 
er. Peal flve potatoes, cut in Bmall 
pleceB and add when stew is nearly 
done. Then add one quart ripe olives, 
flve tablespoons Worcestershire 
sauce, half bottle catsup. Thicken with 
a little flour. Let stew stand 30 min- 
utes after cooking to blend. Be care- 
ful not to put in too much of any one 
spice. The same stew can be made of 
any wild game, using about the same 
amount of meat 

Croquette Sauce — The croquette de- 
pends for itB success on the merltB of 
its outside crust and Inside consis- 
tency. The former should he delicate 
and yet strong enough to keep In 
shape; the latter, when the croquette 
Is hot, should melt into a semi-liquid. 
The croquette mixture should be fine- 
ly chopped and made of the best ma- 
terial — chicken, game, sweetbreads, 
veal or lamb. Rice or mushrooms 
may be added and it should be mixed 
with a white Bauce, somewhat jellied 
when cold, so that It will almost liqui- 
fy when heated. This Is the way to 
make It; Mix two even tablespoons 
flour with one tablespoon melted but- 
ter and add three half pints rich, 
jellied, white stock. Season with a 
bit of thyme, celery, parsley, two 
cloves, six peppers and sufficient Balt. 
Add one cup thin, white, stock and let 
the whole simmer slowly an hour. 
Strain through a fine sieve and let 
cool. 

The Croquettes — Take one and a 
half pints mincemeat of any sort 
proper for croquettes and mix thor- 
oughly with one cup of the melted 
sauce. Season with salt and pepper, 
stir a few minutes over the fire and 
add two tablespoons cream and the 
beaten yolks of three eggB. Form tbe 
croquettes in any shape and size pre- 
ferred. brush with egg, roll in the 
breadcrumbs and fry in a basket im- 
mersed in hot fat until they are a deli- 
cate brown. 

Veal Birds — Buy a large veal steak, 
cut very thin. Cut off stringy ends. 
Cut off steak's two inches wide and 
four inches long. Put stringy ends 
through meat grinder with same 
amount of salt pork. To one cup 
ground pork and veal odd one-half 
cup breadcrumbs, one level teaspoon 
salt, one level teaspoon Bage, one-quar- 
ter level teaspoon sweet marjoram, 
dust of pepper, one tablespoon lemon 
Juice and two eggs, beaten slightly 
Mix herbs, eggs and lemon juice with 
breadcrumbs before adding to ground 
meat. Spread each little Bteak with 
filling, roll and pin securely with tooth- 
picks. Flour ends well and fry in 
frying pan with enough grease to cover 
one-third of ends. When ends are 
brown, pour In one and a half cups 
rich milk. Let simmer with cover on 
slowly until thoroughly cooked through 
and the gravy becomes brown aud 
thick.

EDITORIAL 


The taxpayers of Newton have good 
cause to congratulate themselves over 
the tax rate announced this week by 
the Assessors, and the Assessors th«m- 
s elves, at least until the actual tax 
bills are out, will be included in the 
congratulations. To keep the expected 
increase In the rate down to eighty 
cents was a truly remarkable feat and 
the Assessors deserve all that Is com- 
ing to them in that respect. 

The enormouB increases in the city 
tax, state tax and the natural increase 
in our Metropolitan taxeB, together 
with the low prices of stocks and bonds 
were large factors In anticipating a 
heavy increase in the rate. These In- 
creases have been partially offset Dy 
another large Increase In valuations, 
particularly In personal property. 
Last year the Assessors found about 
four millions more property than in 
1911 and this year the Increase is a- 
bout three million of dollars. When 
wre find that the average increase in 
valuations for quite a number of years 
before 1912 was about a million and 
a half, these two years make a splendid 
showing, and come when they are 
greatly needed. 

At the same time we should not de- 
ceive oursetveB that the Assessors can 
always be depended upon to dig up 
three millions additional valuation, and 
make appropriations accordingly. In- 
deed, the effect of reducing the rate 
last year from 17.60 to 17.40 was fol- 
lowed by an extraordinary large city 
budget, possibly due to the relaxed 
financial strain on account of the re- 
duction in the rate. I do not believe 
the city will ever see a tax rate less 
than eighteen dollars in the future. 
The higher cost of materials, the less- 
ened efficiency of labor and reduction 
of working houra, affect municipal en- 
terprises even more than private busi- 
ness, and when to the higher cost of 
city work is added the assessments 
from the same causes from the state, 
metropolitan and county, it will be 
easily seen that we must either have a 
change In our taxation system or muBt 
face a higher tax rate in the future. 

Taken all in all, a tax rate of $18.20 
is good cause for satisfaction in this 
city. 

In a recent number of the Outlook, 
Mr. Edward Bok, the well-known edi- 
tor, confirms In a general way and 
from a broader standpoint, the recent 
criticism in these columns of the lack 
of efficiency in our school system. Mr. 
Bok refers to college graduates, both 
men and women, and conies to the con- 
clusion that the modern system of edu- 
cation uegleets such essentials a^ spell- 
ing, English, and writing. I am glad 
to learn that the poor results 1 have 
noted in the Newton schools ure not 
local, and that in all probability, they 
are in accord with the present educa- 
tional system of the country hb a 
whole, if such Is the case, it is high 
time for those of us, who believe that 
arithmetic, spelling, writing and Eng- 
lish are important factors in success 
in life, made some organized effort to 
emphasize those apparently neglected 
studies. 1 do not believe that these 
studies are within the scope of the 
high school or college, they should j 
have been learned while the pupil is 
in the grade schools, even if iiiubIc, 
drawing and sloyd and a few other 
studies of that nature were given less 
time. 

The present educational system re- 
minds me of a broad and very shallow 
river, where the water (representing 
the children) flows languidly in nu- 
merous channels, stagnating In pools 
and shoals, finally reaching the larger 
body of water of Life, where it makes 
hardly a ripple in its surfuce. On the 
other hand the former (“old-fashioned" 
if you please) system of education, con- 
fined the water .nto narrower chan- 
nels with clearly defined banks, the 
current sweeping over all obstacles 
and entering the river of Life with 
enough impetus to make some impres- 
sion. A few essentials well taught are 
far better thau a multitude of things 
skimmed over.

MIL DANIEL CKOMX 1»KAD 

Mrs. Mary Cronin Walsh, wife of Mr. 
Jnmcs 11. Walah of 21 While avenue, 
Newton Centre, recently suffered a se- 
vere loss by the death of a dearly- 
beloved brother Daniel Cronin In Uox- 
Iniry. He was practically the only 
one of her kin in this country, and 
there was naturally an affectionate at- 
tach men! between them. Up to Sat- 
urday evening Mr. Cronin was in per- 
fect health and left the house after 
reading the evening papers, to visit a 
barber shop and make one or two 
other calls. About eleven he was re- 
turning on a trolley car when the ac- 
cident thal caused his denth occurred. 
In some manner he got thrown under 
the car. and the heavy rear trucks 
passed over his right leg at the ankle. 
He was Immediately taken to the hos- 
pital where an amputation was per- 
formed. Later another and higher am- 
putation was found necessary, and the 
^ad result was his passing away on 
Monday night, surrounded by his sor- 
rowing family. 

A writer in the Brockton Search- 
light, who knew Mr. Cronin from the 
cradle to the grave, says of him: 

"Daniil T. Cronin was a blacksmith 
by trade, and was reputed to be one 
of the very best mechanics in his line 
in Boston. He came from a family 
highly endowed with mechanical gen- 
ius, his father, the late Timothy Cro- 
lln of Castletown, in the County Cork, 
Ireland, being unquestionably the best 
all-round blacksmith In the province of 
Munster. His mother before her mar- 
riage was Mary Dwyer, of Iries, and 
was an exceptionally good, capable, 
and intelligent woman. Both parents 
ranked high for intelligence, upright- 
ness. honor and integrity among their 
class, and these fine Inheritances were 
transmitted to their bright progres- 
sive and enterprising children." 

"As a young man Daniel Cronin was 
a favorite with young and old. H1 b 
fine character endeared him to every 
neighbor, and his exceptionally fine 
physical appearance made Us impress 
upon all beholders. From his father 
he inherited the regular features, and 
handsome brown eyeB of the Celt, as 
well as the deep intelligence and stur- 
dy uprightness of character which dis- 
tinguished both. From his mother’s 
side he was also heir to Intelli- 
gence, honor and Integrity, and while 
not boastful, he was always proud of 
his honored lineage.” 

"At an early age he went to work in 
his father’s shop, despite the protests 
of both parents, whose desire was that 
the promising and handsome young fel- 
low should have a good education. He 
had an inherent passion for the trade, 
however, and lie seemed to be unable 
to resist the call of the forge. He was 
never permitted to leave school until 
after he was 16 years of age. and as he 
was a bright and brainy young fellow, 
under the tutorship of a splendid staff 
of teachers, and averaged 220 days a 
year at school, he was fairly equipped 
in school education when he donned 
the apron of a blacksmith by his fa- 
ther’s side. While still a "kid” in the 
forge he had made a wonderful recoro 
in skilled workmanship. On one oc- ) 
casion in the late 70's an American who I 
had lost his watch-key and was unable 
to procure one in the village was ad- 
vised to go to "Cronin’s Forge," with the 
supplementary tip that if the Cronin’s 
could not help him out, there was no 
relief for him uutil he found u jeweller 
in the nearest city. The boy was the 
only one in the shop when the “Yan- 
kee" arrived. With his eye the natural 
young mechanic measured the little 
bur into which the key ought to fit, and 
immediately proceeded to work upon 
a horse-nail, with the result thal in a 
few minutes he produced a key, with 
the rude tools and out of the rough 
iron, that worked admirably. The Yan- 
kee was amazed and delighted. The 
rude key filled the bill until he got 
back to America, and for many years 
afterwards he treasured as u souvenir 
the unhandsome but useful watch-key 
that wus made for him by the boy 
blacksmith of Buntry Bay.” 

"At the age of about 18 Daniel Cro- 
nin (ante to this country. In the ear- 
ly 8u's be married Miss Mary Glynn, 
of ltoxbury, and since that time he has 
always made his home in thal section 
->f the citv." 


He leaves besides his only sister, 
Mrs. Walsh, . a widow and three chil- 
dren, Timothy, William, and Lillian; 
His aged mother and brother Patrick

Children from All Over Ihe City Enjoy Themselves on the 
Newton Centre Playground

That excellent work has been accom- 
plished on the various playgrounds of 
Newton this year was clearly demon- 
strated at the second annual field day, 
held last Friday on the Newton Centre 
Playground. The children from the 
eight playgrounds on which supervised 
play has been directed this summer, 
numbering about 1000, proved delight- 
ful entertainers for the large and dis- 
tinguished gathering that assembled to 
witness the work. 

Mayor Hatfield, several members of 
the Board of Aldermen, city officials 
and members of the clergy of Newton 
witnessed the affair, and were warm In 
their praise for the work accomplished 
by Superintendent Ernst Hermann 
with the children. The affair to6k the 
form of an all day outing, the children 
enjoying a basket luncheon during the 
noon, while the band which was fur- 
nished through popular subscription, 
rendered classical and popular selec- 
tions. 

The playgrounds that participated in 
the exhibition were Farlow Park. 
Stearns. Cabot Park, West Newton 
Common, and Eden ave. Playground. 
Newton Lower FallB, Newton Upper 
Falls, Newton Highlands and Newton 
Centre and Thompson vllle. In the fine 
list of events which were conducted, 
the representatives of the West New- 
ton Playgrounds scored the largest 
number of points, with 42.

MR. HASKELL DEAD 

Dinsion Engineer of Ihe B.[ &, A. Dies 
at Newfonville 

Mr. Edward A. Haskell, 49 yearB of 
age. Division Engineer of the Boston 
and Albany Railroad, died at his home 
In Newton vllle, 65 Walker street. Sun- 
day August 24. Mr. Haskell has been 
in failing health nearly two years. He 
was known throughout the state as an 
engineer of unusual ability. He was 
born at Deer Island. Maine in 1864. 
educated In East Boston public 
schools, Chauncy Hall and the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology In the 
class of 1887. He began work for the 
Railroad company as a surveyor twen- 
ty-six years ago. In 1884 he was made 
Division Roadmaster with headquar- 
ters at Springfield. In 1903 he remov- 
ed to Pittsfield to take charge of a new 
division. In 1907 he was appointed 
Division Engineer with headquarters 
In Boston and since that time he has 
resided in Newton. Mr. Haskell was at 
one time President of the N. E. Road- 
masters Association and always took a 
prominent part at the association’s an- 
nual conventions. He waB a member 
of the Boston Society of Civil Engin- 
eers and of the New England Railroad 
Club. 

Mr. Haskell leaves an enviable rec- 
ord among the officers and men of the 
Boston and Albany Railroad for ex- 
ceptional ability and integrity. He was 
respected and beloved by all who knew 
him as a man- of the highest type of 
refinement and character. Besides his 
widow he leaves two sons Paul C. of 
NfjW York City and Allan G. of Boston. 
The funeral service was held at his 
late residence Wednesday morning at 
eleven o’clock and was conducted by 
Rev. George S. Butters. D. D. of Aub- 
urndale. The burial was in Lowell.

From whatever point of view we 
sti.uy the taiuo of piny ns a part of 
every child's school education we will 
dud that ii Is of such great impor- 
tance both pedagoglenlly and hygieni- 
cal ly, that we cannot any longer look 
upon it only as a valuable substitute 
for the spanking rod or a kindness 
and special concession on the part of 
the teacher who finds herself at the 
end of her powers for keeping tip In- 
terest and deportment. Nor do we 
meet the needs of our High School 
scholars by a tollerance of athletics 
as u kind or moral enema for congested 
scholarly ambitions. 

The nearest approach to a real tin- 
derstanding of the pedagogical value 
of play we find lit Froebel’s methods. 
But unfortunately his Kindergarten 
system is very badly applied to pres- 
ent day needs of the 20th century child 
and the present physical and mental 
moke up of children. As Fraebel’s 
methods are being taught today lit the 
school rooms they are used about two 
years too early. The Montesory meth- 
od is pedngoglcally as well as liyglcnl- 
cally much nearer the actual needs of 
the average American city child of 3. 

4 and 5 years of age. But both these 
methods will not meet the phystologl- 
cal needs of the children unless mord 
out door free play with proper equip- 
ment Is added. 

Our one morning and one afternoon 
recess and our artificial system of 
school room gymnastics, relief drills, 
breathing movements, fancy calesthen- 
Ics, corridor promenading, change 
from socalled purely intellectual to 
semi-intellectual or manual training 
lessons are absolutely insufficient for 
the daily physiological needs of chil- 
dren. Two or three physical training 
lessons a week are sufficient for the 
development of special skill and the 
acquisition of knowledge of good poise 
forms of exercises, and for training in 
military discipline and for the training 
of perfect and instant reactions. Such 
lessons should be classed with all 
other pedagogical means and must be 
subject to the same recreational vari- 
ations. 

But all these things do not Insure 
the best possible functioning of the 
child’s whole physical system. With- 
out the perfect functioning of all the 
vital parts of the mechanism good and 
really efficient mental processes are 
impossible. If forced pedagogical 
means are now employed to secure at 
tention and deportment the child's 
powers of concentration and atten- 
tion, discrimination and logic, interest 
and enthusiasm, are systematically 
wakened, and, In a few years deter! 
orate beyond recovery. The prolonged 
forcing of menial processes Is always 
in itself a serious offence In education 
With children not in perfect condition, 
due to slower circulation of blood and 
lymph and respiration with increased 
presence of waste products of meta- 
bolism. due to the growing process' 
plus sedentary work, such forcing 
means a constant nerve waste which 
must finally result In breakdown. 

It is hardly necessary for me to 
point out to this audience our rapidly 
increasing knowledge of the real func- 
tion of the lymphatic system, nor do l 
need to emphasize here the fact that 1 
the lymphatic system does depend up- 
on the muscular system for its proper 
functioning even more than the blood 
system. 

From birth on the child uncon- 
sciously shows us the way nature pro- 
ceeds. It is alternately uctlve and at 
rest, apparently busy at all limes. Yet 
there is alternation of activity and re- 
pose. Always it grows In spurts. A 
period of growth is followed by u pe- 
riod of settling down. Nature in all 
its processes proceeds rythmetically. 
To force (not necessarily by physical 
means) a young child of 4 years to a 
continuous mile- walk will very seri- 
ously affect ids usuro-muscular sys- 
tem, since I lie powers of endurance 
mature very late in life. Prolonged 
severe exertion will result In a stunt- 
ed growth of the physical body. How 
much more dangerous are our present 
day school methods of long continued 
and forced attention under lowered 
physiological efficiency? My first con 
tention therefore is this: 

The periods of forced attention un 
der sedentary indoor conditions must 
be shortened. 

With children of 4 and 5 years, 15 
minute periods of directed and spon- 
taneous activities should alternate 
Six, seven and eight year old chil- 
dren should have half hour periods. 
The periods should alternate indoors 
and outdoors. 

From there ou throughout the rest 
of the grammar grades the child should 
have at least twenty minutes In every 


Cermnny made a step In the right 
direction when five years ago they or- 
dered a fifteen minutes outdoor re- 
cess in every sixty minutes of school, 
Instead of the up to that time optional 
10 or 15 minutes’ recess In every hour. 
They proved the value of 5 extrn min- 
utes in the physiological economy of 
growing children. 

1 do not care how much we alter the 
hour plan In our primary and gram- 
mar schools In order to lessen physio- 
logical strain. My twenty years of ex- 
perience ns'dlrector of physical train- 
ing has shown me the utter inadequacy 
of such relief measures as drills and 
breathing movements. Agnin I fail to 
ee the need here of quoting from ray 
xperience the fact that present day 
schooling does Interfere with perfect 
physical growth. This congress will 
get the figures from special investiga- 
tors who can quote convincing figures. 

.Uy experience comes from many years 
of school work and the actual exami- 
nations of tens of thousands of chil- 
dren of all grades of public as well as 
prkate schools. 

Nothing can possibly be ns benefi- 
cial as an outdoor period of 15 to 20 
minutes every hour with the opportun- 
ity for actual relaxation, perfect 
change of environment, and its vigor- 
ous and spontaneous physical actions 
and the mental tonic which conies from 
wholesome children's play. 

I am first and last a firm believer in 
the efficacy of systematic physical 
training throughout all our grades. 
But in the schools 1 would treat this 
ubject like any other pedagogical 
subject. But to insure dally and hour- 
ly physiological efficiency in the 
schools I found nothing as effective as 
outdoor play recesses. i 

Our high school plan of one seven 
hour session with 5 minutes between 
periods and one half hour recesB for 
lunch and relaxation are to my mind 
the greatest and mo3t deplorable fol- 
ly in American school hygiene. In 
ihese schools we deal mainly with ad- 
olescence or post adolescence when 
heart and'lungs have their most rapid 
growth. If we want to make real 
progress in the fight against consump- 
tion and againBt the Increasing ner- 
vous disorders the question of high 
school hours should receive our very 
serious consideration. 1 do not know 
of any more important phase except 
may be that of the adolescent factory 
and shop worker. Unrelieved seden- 
tary work during adolescence means 
undersized lungs and undeveloped 
hearts. Beside this question the mat- 
terof school luncheons falls Into in- 
significance, especially since the two 
session plan would solve the matter of 
luncheons by giving the home a chance 
to provide breakfast and luncheons at 
reasonable hours. 

The hygienic importance of play as 
a part of our school education Is how- 
ever overshadowed by Its great and ev- 
er increasing pedagogical value. 

We can only realize this if we study 
the environment and the conditions of 
the children below seven years. Every 
one here will admit thut the first seven 
to nine years of a child's life are of the 
utmost importance as brain making 
years. The physical growth of the 
brain Is practically completed at 1 
years. The development and the modi 
fleation of the motor areas of the brain 
during these years determining to 
very large extent the future mental 
capacity and characteristics of the 
child. If the motor life of the child is 
a limited one during the first years of 
Its existence his capacity for future 
mental training will be limited. To 
quote I)r. Stanley Hull, “The motor 
ureas ure closely reluted und largely 
Identical with the psychic, and muscle 
culture develops bruin centres as 
nothing else yet demonstrable does. 

“Muscles are the vehicles of liubita 
atlon, imitation, obedience, and of 
character und of manners und costum- 
es. For the young motor education Is 
cardinal and has now come into due 
recognition. All education Is Incom- 
plete without a motor Hide.’’ 

Herein lies the whole foundation of 
our education. But tills foundation Is 
practically laid before the children 
come to school. For twenty years I 
have observed our pedagogues putting 
Into our schools one new tiling after 
another in an effort to make our school 
education more effective. All kinds of 
physical und manual training lias been 
added and still we hear that our chi I 
dreu are not well versed in the three 
R’s, and that our schools are over- 
lauded witli fads und fancies. Why is 
it that our children do seem to lose In- 
terest after a few years of schooling? 
Why Is it that even in our upper gram- 
mar grades practically one half of our 
pupils need an Intellectual forcing 
process? Why do we have so many 
youug precocious children who soon 
fall below the average? 

The reason lies lu the poor motor- 
life of the child before U comes to 


school and consequently in a too early 
application to purely mental training 
when it enters school. 

The Kindergarten and the Primary 
schooling Is today in the greatest need 
of our profoundest nt tention. If we 
can correct this we can do nwny with 
many of the so-called fads nud fancies 
during later school years. 

In my opinion no other ago of child- 
hood is more largely hnmllcupped titan 
the pre-Bchoollng age. The homo en- 
vironment of a child up to 7 years of 
npc is onr greatest drawback today. 

Ash barret bnckynrds and clothesline 
rear porches are the training grounds 
of young America. The streets are 
now unsafe. The houses are over 
slocked with ready made furniture. 
Stairs, alley ways and narrow side- 
walks are all that Is left. Even In the 
belter homes the child has no room to 
play. Creeping among fancy furni- 
ture and brick-a-brack, dressed up 
like dolls, hours n day in perambula- 
tors and not even a mother’s lap for 
first leg-work are possible. 

Where do our boys get their oppor 
t unities for chores and occupation 
play? The father Is never home and 
the old-fashioned doing of things in the 
home and for the home Have disap- 
peared. Everything Is ready made. 

Even if a young child does now get 
valuable sense stimulations from hlB 
environment, where is the chance for 
him to react upon them with hiB mus- 
cles? There is no educational value 
in sense stimulation without motor 
reactions. How then can he have a 
well developed motor brain when he 
comes to us In the schools? Is It wise 
under these conditions to submit him 
at once to intellectual training? Is it 
wise to submit him to long periods of 
sedentary training? Is it wise to de- 
mand application and concentration? 

Would it not be better to give him 
for several years more an environment 
where spontaneous application is pos- 
sible, where his motor brain will have 
time to mature and where his social 
instincts can be cultivated by means 
of free and wholesome mingling with 
other children? Let us postpone our 
Intellectual education a number of 
years and let us start a few years ear- 
lier to provide for him a playground 
where his imagination may be stimu- 
lated and where his spontaneous en- 
thusiasm may find wholesome and di- 
versified motor outlets. 

My second contention therefore Is 
that we must cut off at least two -j uars 
of our primary school desk education 
and substitute for these playrooms 
und play yards, and that we must get 
hold of the children at least 2 years 
earlier than we do by providing baby 
play grounds in every primary school 
district. 

By playgrounds I do not mean only 
a ball field or a place filled with swings 
and other apparatus, but a place where 
the child can get in touch with “moth 
er’’ earth, a place resembling an old 
fashioned backyard and garden and 
farm, a place Tull of opportunities for 
doing things, for caring for things, for 
testing latent powers of muscular con- 
trol. A place filled with opportunities 
for occupation play and for imitation 
of every thing that moves and acts. 

The Social Value of IMay 
All students of Bocial conditions must 
be convinced by this time that a mob 
spirit is very rapidly developing in all 
our cities and towns. We must con- 
cede that our American “mobs’’ are 
made of very young people, and we 
must further, to our shame, admit that 
these young people have received their 
education in our American schools. 
True, many of them live in a home en- 
vironment which is Btill elementally 
foreign. 

It is truly astonishing to observe the 
rapid deterioration of the manners ot 
our young people almost as soon as 
they leave the school building. It Is 
remarkable how soon even the school- 
youngsters degenerate during vaca- 
tions when they are out of their glad 
school clothes. 

They very soon seem to turn into u 
crowd of young unmannerly rowdies 
with nasty speech und nasty manners. 
Those who ure students of sociul con 
lilt ions und those who have come iuto 
contact with the “gangs” in our parks 
and playgrounds are astounded by the 
fact how rapidly boys and girls, who 
have only recently graduated us “an- 
gels" turn Into a tough lot of loafers. 
Not ull of them by any means, and not 
even a majority of them, but enough to 
make us wonder what Is wrong with 
the school system. 

The real culture which a boy und a 
girl get in school will show Itself best 
if he turns into a self respecting wage- 
earner, if he turns into a self respect- 
ing citizen, If he becomes an honest 
voter and a law abiding citizen. 

What Is wrong then with our schools. 
Is it perchance the hard-working 
teacher or is it the system. Is it that 
the teacher lias no real chance to know 
the boys and girls sufficiently long 
enough to let their sweet example bear 
fruit? Cau it be that the uveruge 
teacher has lost her or his hold over 
the boys and girls because the disci- 
plinary powers have beeu taken away 
from them and the "bad" boys do not 
get spanked sufficiently because the 
father may have a political pull. This 
is all more or less true, It all lias 
more or less contributed to the iueffec

tlveness of over coming insubordina- 
tion and vicious habits. But the great- 
est fault lies in our ridiculous system 
of marshalling the children In the 
schools from the first minute to the 
last. It is a straight-jacket discipline 
with the desk as the Jacket, the room 
as the cell, and the magnificent "aes- 
thetically” furnished building as the 
prison, jvhere no boy may shout nor 
step from room to room, where they are 
marched two by two in lockstep to the 
basement and finally out of the build- 
ing. Where the teaches comes a half 
of an hour earlier than the children 
and where they leave a half of an 
hour after the children have left, and 
where the children come noiselessly 
and on tip toes into the class room to 
step into the straight jacket for the 
day. Never a chance for the teachers 
to see their pupils In a truly uncon- 
trolled state. 

There Is today hardly need for more 
arguments in favor of more outdoor 
school work, but there Is still much 
need or a better understanding by tnt 
general public of the high educational 
value of the motor-activities in the de- 
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velopment of an efficient central ner- 
vous Bystem, and the great influence 
which organized play may exert in the 
building of character. Organized re- 
cess exercises not only insure an equal 
opportunity for every child, be he weak 
or strong, but it gives the teacher an 
opportunity to know the real child — 
the child as he unbends during spon- 
taneous action, as he unfolds during 
intense application and when close to 
nature. The schoolroom child is a 
product of an artificial environment. 
The playground child is a product of 
fundamental emotions and hereditary 
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cast e^uHi io gjmnasticB as far 
these are used hb preventive measuri 
because play and games are a fund 
mental demand in the life of you 
children, and It is only because schi 
Interferes too much with these fum 
menial elements of child-life that lat 
corrective measures become necessa 
If our educational methods and lain 
atorieB and machinery conformed me 
to elementary child life,' less corre 
Ive measures would be needed. 

But we appreciate also, since 
advent of experimental psychology u I 
pedagogy, that a rational, wholcsotl 
safe and sane motor-life through* 
childhood affects beneficially not oJ 
the child's health, in the commoi] 
accepted sense of this term, but tlj 
It affects equally as favorably the 
tellectual and moral life. We appl 
elate more than ever that mol 
strength is dependent upou physil 
health, that character Is in the 
p “Plexus of motor habits,’’ that “1\| 
is what he doeB," in other words, 
know that in order to be really 
clent, men, we must not only be htj 
thy in body but must have a heal| 
and rational mind. Rational, Bafe i 
sane mentality is the outcome 
rational motor-life, 1. e., rational pll 
life. The motor experiences of chf 
hood determine to a large extent i 
habits and our character.

THE IMPORTANCE OF PLAY 

(Continued from Page 2) 

Self-management of play Is the only 
management worth having. To bring 
this about, our play teachers must not 
only have the right point of view, but 
also the right capacity for organiza- 
tion. To organize the children into 
self-managing group units around va- 
rious and diversified activities must ba 
our main purpose. This will insure 
the broadest possible ethical influence. 
If our play leaders are merely teach- 
ers, if they merely direct the enter- 
tainment of the children, without 
bringing them hourly nearer the goal 
of self-management, they fail to at- 
tain the ultimate goal. If the sociabil- 
ity of the children and the enjoyment 
of play implements, etc., depend upon 
distant direction of teachers or lead- 
er'*, if plays and games depend for their 
successful termination upon “umpir- 
ing" of instructors, if our present 
school methods of constant marshall- 
ing prevail on the playground, yes. 
even if the behavior of younger chil- 
dren is constantly controlled by older 
children, we have simply a modification 
of a police force. - 

Our school recesses offer a splendid 
opportunity for the development of 
good habits of play. To be sure, the 
large number of children which have 
to be accommodated makes this a hard 
problem during school hours, vet I 
find that organized recesses lead up to 
better free play and to good habits of 
recreation. It is the teacher’s prin- 
cipal means of reaching the whole 
child. It helps the child by counter- 
acting the evil effects of sedentary oc- 
cupations. it fosters character and civ- 
ic virtue, It develops the motor brain, 
makes intellectual training easier and 
the whole school life more attractive, 
pnd Iasi but not least, it makes the 
teacher more attractive to the chil- 
dren. becoming as much a boon to the 
one as to the other, and last but not 
least it helps in the development of 
rational habits of recreation and of 
wholesome physical life. 

We are more than ever learning that 
education for service demands ou the 
part of the teacher a knowledge of the 
whole child and not a knowledge of 
his capacity for academic training a- 
lone. How are we going to know about 
he "wrinkles” in^ a child's character 
an I how can we find out the "queer” 
habits he may be developing, unless we 
give him a chance to expose them': 
It is a teacher's business to iron out 
the wrinkles and to train away the 
queer habits. 

One recess every morning and after- 
noon is. however, not enough for grow- 
ing children. We have undoubtedly 
taken a decided step towards better! 
school hygiene in the establishment of 
two organized recesses. 1 would most 


earnestly recommended the establish- 
ment of fifteen minutes with every 
forty-five minutes of sedentary work, 
for both grammar and high schools. 
If we had these hourly recreative in- 
termissions. we could devote one re- 
cess to organized recreation and one to 
free play and spontaneous relaxation. 
A forty-five minute period of close ap- 
plication to the intellectual work, with 
insufficient muscular activity, is the 
limit to which children should be sub- 
jected. If this were done in our 
schools ft would soon be found that 
these hourly recreative intermissions 
would lead to a much more effective 
intellectual capacity, owing to great- 
ly improved physiological efficiency. 
For this purpose It would be wise to 
lengthen the session both morning and 
(afternoon, in order to retain the requis- 
ite time for book work. A growing 
child has but very limited powers of 
endurance, either purely physical or 
mental. It is incapable of a prolonged 
passive or semi-passive position of the 
body, and continued sitting postures 
are bound to put an unequal strain 
upon tender and undeveloped tissues. 
The central nervous system is as yet 
^undeveloped and quite easily exhaust- 
ed. only frequent changes with whole- 
some and vigorous general muscular 
recreation can possibly bring about a 
safe and sane school life. It has been 
proved that even an additional five 
minutes added to ten minutes hourly 
recesses will result in greater mental 
efficiency.

A Point In Preparing Cucumbers— It 
1 b well to know that a good soaking of 
sliced cucumber in cold water before 
it goes to the table will render it much 
more digestible. Take thick parings 
Trom the fruit, removing every bit of 
the green which bolds the bitter prin- 
ciple next to the skin. Slice wafer 
thin and lay in Ice water for an hour. 
If a little salt is added it becomes even 
more digestible, but its tender crisp- 
ness will be lOBt. A combination of cu 
cumber with little young onions is alac 
healthful and appetizing. 

Green Pea Salad — Shell peas tc 
make a quart. Hop in salted water tc 
cover, seasoning \\ith mint, salt and 
pepper. Drain thoroughly, pour in a 
salad bowl and while still hot season 
with a tablespoonfui of butter. Set on 
Uie Ice to chill while you prepare the 
dressing. Rub smooth in n basin the 
yolks of three hard boiled eggs, sea- 
son with a half-teaspoonful each of salt 
and white pepper and a hnlf-teaspoon- 
ful of made mustard. Blend carefully 
then beat in, little by little, four ta- 
blespoonfuls of olive oil. When thick 
add gradually a tablespoonful and a 
half of elder vinegar; pour over the 
peas and serve. 

Peas with Mint — The English cus- 
tom of adding a few sprigs of fresh 
mint to green peas while cooking is 
an agreeable on^ to most palates. 
They also use mint with dressed cu- 
cumbers. 

Mint Vinegar — Now is the tlmo also 
to put up mint vinegar for flavoring 
purposes when the fresh mint cannot 
be obtained, and the dried mint of 
commerce lacks the "woodsy" flavor 
that you are used to. Put the wash- 
ed mint leaves in a wide-inouthed bot- 
tle, but do not pack. Fill up with good 
cider vinegar. Th three weeks uncork 
and pour off the clear liquid into an- 
other bottle, corking tightly. If a lit- 
tle strip of horseradish Is added to 
each bottle before sealing, It can be 
kept through the winter. 


VALUABLE HINTS TO COOKS 


Proper Method of Serving Asparagus 

to Get Beat Flavors — Turnip Cups 
Alto Very Good. 

Asparagus Steamed — We are In- 
debted to Sir Henry Thompson for 
this recipe. He sayB: "A hint about 
boiling asparagus is worthy of men- 
tion, since the proper method Is rare- 
ly followed by English cooks. As- 
paragus of the stouter sort always, 
when of the giant quality, should be 
cut of exactly equal lengthB and boil- 
ed standing headB upward in a deep 
saucepan. Nearly two Inches of the 
heads Bhould be out of the water— 
the steam sufficing to cook them — as 
they form the tenderest part of the 
plant, while the hard, stalky part Is 
rendered soft and succulent by the 
longer boiling which thlB plan per- 
mits. Slide the asparugus (they should 
be tender In about 30 or 40 minutes) 
out very tenderly on an inverted sieve 
with a cloth laid on It." 

Turnip Cups — Boll and halve tur- 
nips. Scoop out the centers and All 
with peas, carrots in dice, beans or 
beet root— anything, in short, -that 
will form a pleasant contrast in point 
of color. These can be put round a 
dish of lamb or veal. The scooped 
out part can be used for a puree and 
the cups put round It. Before filling 
the cups, coat them with white 
sauce. 

Turnips au fleurre — Young turnips 
are required, shaped according to 
taste. Sufficient butter is then to be 
melted in a stewpan. It should Just 
cover them in a single layer and the 
cooking should be gentle or they are 
liable to break. Cook 30 to 40 min- 
utes. A great improvement In flavor 
is effected by parboiling them In white 
stock. Serve as they are, or sprinkle 
with chopped parsley or capers. They 
are nice with lamb or veal. 


Green# a la Creme. 

Wash and boll two young cabbages 
in the usual way; press them between 
two plates to drain the water from 
them. Roll a lump of butter the Bize 
of an egg in some flour; stir it over 
the Are with a wooden spoon till it Is 
quite smooth, but not in the least col 
ored. Add gradually a quarter of s 
pint of cream, a teaspoon of salt 
one-half teaspoon of pepper and one 
eighth of a nutmeg grated. Simmer 
10 minutes and servo poured over the 
cabbages, lime, from 15 to 20 min 
utes to boil the cabbage. Sufficlenl 
for five or six. 


To Revive Cut Flower*. 

To revive cut flowers plunge the 
sterns into boiling water, and by the 
time the water is cold the flower* 
have revived. Then cut the endB ol 
the stems and place them in cold 
water. 


For the Coal Scuttle. 

When you have purchased a new 
coal scuttle have the carpenter cut 8 
piece of weed to fit the bottom. This 
prolongs the life of the scuttle, and 
the wood once cut will last indefln 
ltely. 


Greening. 

Wash a handful of young splnacl 
leaves, pound them in a mortar; pul 
the bruised leaves into muslin and 
squeeze out as much juice as re 
qulred; use sparingly until desired 
sh»le Is obtained. 


Dark 8toamed Pudding. 

Two cups flour, half cup milk, hah 
teaspoonful soda, half cup roolasaes.

USE STRAWBERRY AS FLAVOR j 

How Thla Most Popular of All Summer 
Fruit# May Be Put to th# 

Beat U#e. 

Old Fashioned Strawberry Short- 
cake — Put four cups sifted flour Into a 
mixing bowl, ndd half tcASpoonful of 
salt nnd mix well Chop in three large 
tablespoons butter. Dissolve one level 
teaspoon Boda In a little hot water and 
add with a well beaten egg to one 
large cup sour cream or rich sour 
milk and one lablespoon sugar. Mix 
well together with a spntuln or flex- 
ible knife, but do not handle more than 
Is necessary. Roll lightly and quickly 
into two thtn sheets. Bake In well 
greased tin. Day one sheet brushed 
with butter. When done separate 
them and cover the lower half with a 
thick layer of crushed and sugared 
strawberries. Place the Bccond Bhort- 
cake on top of berries, cover with 
whole berries, dust with powdered 
Bugar and serve with thick cream. 
Sweet milk and baking powder can 
be used Instead of sour milk and soda. 

Strawberry Charlotte Russe Cake- 
Whip one pint cream until the print 
of the whip is discernible. Then add 
enough bar sugar to sweeten, whip in 
the whites of two eggs and flavor with 
strawberry. Spread this on layers of 
sponge or any nice cake and over the 
whole tumble a box of hulled straw- 
berries. Pour over this the pint of 
whipped cream and serve from large 
platter. 

Strawberry Foam — M&Bh one cup 
hulled berries and pass through a 
sieve. Heat one cup cream until stiff 
and the whites of two eggs until dry. 
Gradually beat into them half a cup 
powdered Bilgar and continue beating 
until very sti.u Then fold In the 
cream and strawberry juice; set on 
Ice to chill and serve very cold In thin 
glasses.

few minutes before adding the other 
Ingredients. 

As soon as tongue Is boiled tender 
It should have cold water run over It 
for a minute; then the akin will slip 
off easily. 

When furniture does not actually 
need polishing It Js a good Idea to wipe 
off thoroughly with a cloth dipped in 
linseed oil. 

There comes an Iron stand provided 
with a clamp. If thlB Is fastened se- 
curely to the ironing board or table 
there will be less danger of the Iron 
slipping off on the floor. 

Whtteflsh may be had good almoBt 
throughout the year, but they are in 
their prime early In the year. The 
whlteflsh Is light and delicKite, and in 
choosing it you must examine whether 
the fins and flesh be firm. 


Pepper-nuts. 

Four pounds brown sugar, one 
pound currants, one-fourth pound cit- 
ron, one-half pound almonds, one quart 
buttermilk, one tablespoon each ol 
ground cloves, allpslee, soda and Balt, 
two tablespoons coreander, one tea- 
spoon each mace, popper and grated 
hartshorn. Pour boiling water over al- 
monds and remove skins. Chop cit- 
ron, currants and nutB very fine and 
put them lit the pan with the sugar 
and spices sprinkled on top. Stir 
hartshorn Into one pint sifted flour, 
add buttermilk and enough flour to 
make as stiff as bread dough and roll 
it long. Cut in small pieces and make 
round as a marble. Put these In tins 
me and a half Inches apart and bake 
brown. This amount will make about 
half a bushel. 


Scorched Linert. 

If, when ironing a shirtwaist or 
other white garment, a place should 
become scorched, It Js unnecessary to 
launder the whole garment, accord 
lug to Woman’s Home Companion 
Day the scorched portion over a deep 
Baucer or cup, and with a teaspoon 
press the cloth down to the bottom of 
the dish while you pour In some boil- 
ing water. In a few mlnuteH lift from 
the water, wring in a cloth, and let 
dry sufficiently to press, after which 
you can not tell where the garment 
wub scorched. 


To Destroy Carpet Dug# or Moth#. 

Mix thoroughly with two quarts ol 
water three ounces of Balt, one ounce 
of alum, one ounce of chloride of zinc. 
Det It stand over night In a covered 
vessel. In the morning pour It care- 
fully Into another dish, leaving all 
sediment behind. To use, dilute thR 
with two quarts of water, then sprln 
kle it over the edges of the carpet 
and to the distance of a foot from the 
wall. This will not Injure the carpet, 
and is Bald to be a sure repiedy for 
the pests.

EDITORIAL 


The present primary election law of 
the state is more or less under dis- 
cussion at the present time and while 
I have been a strong advocate of this 
method of nomination for many years, 
actual experience In its operation for 
two years, leads me to believe that it 
has many disadvantages, some of 
which are inherent in the system and 
some of which can be improved by 
legislation. It is folly to claim that 
the direct primary allows the com- 
paratively poor man a larger oppor- 
tunity to seek public office. The ex- 
pense of canvassing any large district 
for an office, which is relatively unim- 
portant like that of councillor, county 
'commissioner and other county offi- 
cials, Is so great that a poor man is 
practically frozen out of the running 
before the race is hardly begun. It is 
alBo true of the more important offices 
of the state, such as governor or con- 
gressman, for it is a rare man, indeed, 
who would have friends enough all 
over the state or district to do the nec- 
essary preliminary work, as . volun- 
teers. This defect is inherent in the 
system and cannot be avoided. On the 
other hand, there should he fewer offi- 
cials elected under this system than 
now. 1 believe that the people should 
only nominate and elect such officers 
as influence the policy of administra- 
tion, such as governor, lieutenant gov- 
ernor. councillors, United States sena- 
tors, Congressmen, county commission- 
ers, state senators and representatives. 
That all other officers, now elected by 
the people, should be chosen either by 
the legislature or appointed by the 
governor or other administrative 
heads. 

Why, for instance, should the peo- 
ple elect the secretary of the common- 
wealth, the state treasurer, state audi- 
tor or attorney general? These offi- 
cials could be equally well chosen by 
the Legislature as by the people. 
Why should the judges of the Common- 
wealth be appointed by the governor, 
while the clerks of the courts und the 
district attorneys are elected by the 
people? Why should such a distinct 
clerical position as that of Register of 
Deeds be an elective office, when the 
duties are absolutely non-political? 
These changes, by reducing the num- 
ber of officials to be elected would 
make the primary law far more satis- ( 
factory and practicable than at pres- 
ent. 

While I have been aware that there I 
is some public sentiment in the city 
on the school question, I have been 
somewhat surprised at the numerous 
favorable comments which have been 
made on my recent editorials on that 
question. The trouble seems to be us 1 
have already suggested that no one has ( 
enough technical knowledge of the 
subject to desire to enter into a dis- 
cussion with our educational experts.

These columns would lake the lime and : 
trouble to either write or telephone; 
their nearest aldermen, it may have 
some effect when the city government 
pusses on the 1914 budget this Jail, 
it does no practical good to simply 
approve the sentiments here expressed, 
or merely say "Good boy, Go for them 
some more.”

RO.UOU to ItEHiVK the school budget, 
the school eommliu* nut only demand 


the whole of the $20,000. but actually 
ask for more. It should be remember- 
ed that In addition to this $275,000 fo. 
maintenance, there is something like 
$15,000 additional expended for repairs 
>n school buildings and aboul $140,000 
annual charges for serial bonds and 
interest on school bonds, making n 
;rnnd total of about $550,000 for school 
expenses in this city. The superintend- 
ent nf schools risks in his last annual 
report, "Do you approve their policy?” 
Now is the time to indicate to your al- 
derman or member of the school com- 
mittee your position on this important 
question. 

The action of the Progressive city 
committee of Newton in pressing the 
appointment of additional election offi- 
cers to represent that party fails to 
show a serious consideration of the 
condition of our city treasury. An ex- 
pense of $S32 for this purpose is whol- 
ly unwarranted ns no one will serious- 
ly contend for one moment that the 
ballots cast In thiB city will not be 
honestly counted by the election offi- 
cers already provided for by law and 
by the appropriations of the city. The 
mayor and aldermen should refuse to 
grant this most unreasonable request. 

There are at least two candidates 
for the Republican nominations next 
month who are Bent-on Goetting there.

Dayton, famous for its 
great flood of last spring and for vari- 
ous other things, is to put itself in the 
hands of a general manager. The new 
charter, which it adopted last week, 
provides not for the commission form 
of government to which cities have, 
been turning by scores in the past few 
years since Galveston and Des Moines 
led the way, but to an even simpler 
form. There will be a small body of 
city legislators, whose chairman will 
be called the mayor, but the entire ad- 
ministration of various city depart- 
ments, except the schools and court!, 
is to be put in the hands of a “city 
manager,” chosen by the merit system. 

| lie has the complete power of appoint- 
J mem and removal of his subordinates. 

The idea is not unlike that in Ger- 
man municipalities, and it Is said that 
one other American city, Sumter, South 
Carolina, a place of ten thousand peo- 
ple, has the same kind of a plan. It is 
at least an interesting and significant 
development in the attempt to improve 
the efficiency and economy of munici- 
pal administration. It centres respon- 
sibility, and if tin* right kind of mana- 
ger is chosen ii ought to work well. 
That is a big "if” however and the ex- , 
pr-rlments may well be tried in small 
t itiob rather than in large ones.

CANOE CAPSIZES 


Considerable Excitement Last Sunday Dr 
Charles River 

A frantic mother, endeavoring to 
save the life of her six- months-old ba- 
|>y. who with her husband and a friend 
had capsized from n canoe Sunday af- 
ternoon on the Dhnrloa River nt Au- 
inirndnle, furnished much excitement 
for several hundred canoeists, who 
witnessed the remarkable rescue. 

The accident happened under the 
Weston Bridge, where the water runs 
12 feet deep, and because of the nar- 
rowness of the arch the police and 
canoeists had n hard struggle in pull- 
ing the unfortunates from the water. 

The occupants of the canoe were go- 
ing towards Riverside, Just under the 
arch of the bridge, when the canoe 
overturned. The shrieks of the mother 
brought to the scene several hundred 
canoeists who were returning from the 
band concert. 

Patrolman Michael Ryan of the Met- 
ropolitan Park Police was standing on 
the float in front of headquarters when 
the canoe overturned, and within a few 
ininuteB had pulled the mother and 
father into his canoe, only after a hard 
struggle in pacifying the woman. 

The three older people made it very 
dangerouB for the canoes nearby, all 
making nn effort to grab hold of some- 
thing to hold them up. A canoeist, 
who was nearby, suddenly made a dash 
for the baby when the canoe overturn- 
ed, but backed away before the older 
people overturned his canoe. Patrol- 
man Ryan made the short distance 
from the station to the scene of the ac- 
cident in a remarkably short time, tell- 
ing the unfortunates to keep their 
heads until his arrival. 

A spectator who was standing on 
Weston Bridge, in assisting to save the 
woman, threw a life-preserver, rope 
and all to her, the preserver encircling 
around the woman’s head. The woman 
gave the officer a hard struggle before 
he could land her in his boat, she yell- 
ing out in broken English to save the 
child. After the woman had been 
placed in the officer’s boat her hus- 
band was next brought to safety, and 
the other male occupant was pulled 
Into another canoe. 

The mother was in a very weak con- 
dition when brought to the police sta- 
tion and it was some little time before 
she was able to leave for her home. 
The baby suffered little from the duck- 1 
ing, the quick work of the canoeists no 
doubt saving it from drowning. 

An effort will now be made to put a 
stop to men and women, who are ac- 
companied by children, to rent boats 
from the boathouses on the river, sev- 
eral of the owners having refused to 
let canoes to these parties all the sea- 
son.

Experienced Housewife Glvea Rulea 
for Preparing Freah Garden 
Producta. 

Toung fresh garden producta re- 
quire less time for cooking than older 
ones. One Important rule should be 
followed, namely: When vegetables 
have been cooked tender, remove 
from the fire as soon as possible, and 
remove the water, where there Is an 
excess, as in potatoes and beets. An 
experienced housewife gives the fol- 
lowing time-table for the preparation 
Df vegetables: 

Bake potatoes thirty to forty-five 
minutes. 

Steam potatoes twenty to forty min- 
utes. 

Boil potatoes (In their skins) twen- 
ty to thirty minutes. 

Asparagus (young) fifteen to thirty 
minutes. 

Beets (young) forty-five minutes. 

Corn (green) twelve to twenty min- 
utes. 

Cauliflower, twenty to forty min- 
utes. 

Cabbage (young), thirty-five to six- 
ty minutes. 

Celery, twenty to thirty minutes. 

Lima or Bhell beans, forty-five to 
sixty minutes. 

Onions, thirty to sixty minutes. 

Oyster plant, forty-five to sixty min- 
utes. 

Peas, twenty to sixty minutes. 

Parsnips (young), thirty to forty- 
five minutes. 

Spinach, twenty to sixty minutes.

Turnips (young), forty-five minutes. 

Tomatoes (stewed), forty-five to 
Blxty minutes.
